CROSS - EXAMINATION ENDS. 


Twenty-five prisoner* escaped from 
the Jail at Fayetteville, W. Va. 


Washington. Oct. 30.—The long ordeal 
to which Rear Admiral Schley has been 
subjected since Monday morning ended 
this afternoon when his trons-examl- 
nation was concluded an 1 be was al- 
lowed to leave the wltn«?sa stand. 

One of the most Interesting features 
of the rlay was the development of the 
fact that the report of the battle writ¬ 
ten by Rear Admiral Schley July 6. 
1*98. was not the original report. The 
original report never has been pub¬ 
lished and In accordance with a pre¬ 
vious decision the court to-day 
declined to permit It to go Into 
the records. Rear Admiral Schley 
was allowed to explain, however, 
that Rear Admiral Sampson de¬ 
clined to receive the first report be¬ 
cause It did not mention the presence 
of the New York. "I felt that the vic¬ 
tory at that time.” said Admiral Schley 
in explaining the matter. ”was big 
enough for all. and I made this change 
out of generosity and because I knew 
If the New York had been present she 
would have done as good work as any¬ 
body (tke." - — 

• • • 

Questioned By Court. 

^Whon the Judge Advocate finished 
the cross-examination shortly after 3 
o’clock the court propounded to the 
Admiral thirty-four questions prepared 
by the members of the court. These 
questions touched many points of the 
campaign of the Flying Squadron, but 
mainly centered about the difficulties 
encountered In coaling and the reasons 
for the retrograde movement. Not one 
of them related to the battle of Santi¬ 
ago. The Judge Advocate's cross-ex¬ 
amination to-day covered the retro¬ 
grade movement, the reconnolsxance of 
May 31, the loop of the Brooklyn and 
the alleged colloquy with Lieut. Hodg¬ 
son about the Texas. 

Capt. Thomas Borden, of the marine 
corps, who was aboard the Brooklyn, 
will be the last witness called for Ad¬ 
miral Schley. After he testifies to¬ 
morrow the Judge Advocate will put 
on the stand the witnesses in rebuttal, 
of whom there are understood to be 
about fifteen, and It Is probable that 
Admiral Schley’s counsel will call sev¬ 
eral witnesses In sur-rebultal. 

• • • 

Folger’s Suggestions. 


The first questions asked of Rear Ad¬ 
miral Schley this morning related to his 
conversation with Capt. Folger when the 
latter suggested a circular blockade such 
as existed at Wel-Hei-Wei. He was 
asked whether he did not consider a 
circular blockade with the vessels 
pointing in as mobile as the other form 
In that the ships could move either way 
by turning with the same helm. The 
Admiral replied that he thought a circu¬ 
lar blockade wnere all the vessels 
charged to the center would produce 
confusion and Inevitably lead to a dif¬ 
ferent arrangement according as the 
enemy moved east or west. "The out¬ 
come,” *aid he, ’’could only be more or 
less confusion, such as did actually oc¬ 
cur later.” 

• • • 

The Reconnolssance. 

Referring to the reconnolssance of 
May 31. Capt. Lernly asked why the 
mouth of Santiago harbor had not been 
enfiladed and all (he ships used. 

Admiral Schley replied that he had 
not done so simply because the bat¬ 
teries would have been safe while the 
ships used thus would have been placed 
in greater danger. • This.” he added, 
'is like many arrangements which we 
might make that we do not make. The 
question of coaling was so important 
and had beer, so strongly urged by the 
Commander-In-Chief. I felt that we 
should lose no opportunity of putting 
the ships in the highest condition of 
efficiency.’* 

Relating the occurrences of the bom¬ 
bardment he said he recalled that Capt 
Hlgginson had asked after he (Schley) 
went aboard the Massachusetts that 
the bombardment be postponed until 
after dinner. That he warned some 
people to get off the turrets and that 
Lieut Commander Potts had given no¬ 
tice that they were on the range, lie 
did not recall, he said, the signal not 
to go In closer, but It was possible that 
such a signal had been sent and It had 
pot been recorded It might be that It 
was with this as with the other signals 
which had pot been recorded. Iwcuuse 
the writing of them was always de¬ 
fer red until the next day.

The Important Movement. 


Washington. Oct. 30.—It Is learned to-night that the original and un¬ 
published report of Admiral Schley of the battle of Santiago to Admiral 
Sampson, referred to In the proceedings before the Court of Inquiry to¬ 
day. w r as of a preliminary character and differed from that subsequently 
made In that it omitted mention altogether of the cruiser New York, and 
that It also requested that the latter (Admiral Sampson) have the com¬ 
manding officers or Captains of the vessels engaged transmit to him 
(Schley) their detailed accounts of the action In order that he might WTlte 
a full and complete report of the battle. 

The suppressed preliminary report made by Admiral Schley Is dated off 
Santiago July 3 and Is addressed to Admiral Sampson, the commander-ln- 
chlef of the North Atlantic station. The report In substance describes the X 
coming out of the Spanish fleet from the harbor of Santiago and calls at¬ 
tention to the fact that signals were made to the vessels of the American 
fleet, which were obeyed by all the ships. It then proceeds to describe 
the fight and give* briefly the pan played In It by each one of the Fhlps, 
showing that the Brooklyn, the Oregon, the Texas and the Iowa remained 
tn action until the Vlscaya went ashore and that the Colon surrendered 
to the Brooklyn and the Oregon. 

The Admiral commends the bravery of all the American officers and 
crew’s engaged In the fight, and cjmmemls the commanding officers for gal. 
lant and meritorious conduct and for the superb handling of their ships. 
Then follows some routine matter giving the Spanish losses, the Injuries to 
the American fleet and the casualties. It then aaks that Admiral Sampson 
have the commanding officers transmit to him (Admiral Schley) their do* 
tailed accounts of the action tn order that he might write a full and com¬ 
plete and official report of the battle.

Assumes Responsibility.

“Why did you not steam more slowly 
as you passed the mouth of the har¬ 
bor?”

Anxious To Go In. 


Referring again to the alleged signal 
not to go in closer Admiral Schley said 
he did not consider It probable that If 
he sent It It was sent because any ves¬ 
sel had show’n a disposition to go In. 
“No one was more anxious loan I was 
to go in on that day.” he said 
The cro*»-examlnation ot Admiral 
Schley on the battle of Santiago began 
with a question as to what the first 
movement of the Brooklyn's helm was 
after the enemy's ships were sighted 
coming out. 

"We were heading west by north.” hs 
replied. "The first h<*lm was to port” 


”Do you assume full responsibility fur 
the turn?” 

“Absolutely. If I did not give the or- 
der. I approved It,” replied the Ad¬ 
miral. 

"Was any order—I assume It would 
have been by signal If given at all— 
given from the Brooklyn with regard to 
the direction in which the other ves¬ 
sels of the fleet should turn In order to 
secure uniformity?” 

’’They had made their turn, and It 
was to avoid getting Into their cross 
fire that the Brooklyn’s wa* made.” 

“And that was the purpose of the 
loop?’* 

“It was one of the reasons for It. It 
was to avoid that at a crucial or crit¬ 
ical time of the battle, when the fire of 
battleships was so absolutely Impor¬ 
tant. The movement, of course, had two 
purposes; first, to avoid that, and sec¬ 
ond. to continue the action. Th»* New 
York being entirely absent, the Brook¬ 
lyn that day had to trike a very impor¬ 
tant Icid. and if we had sacrificed her 
we might have lost the battle.” 

“What Indication did you give to the 
other vessels of the fleet to show* the 
direction In which the Brooklyn was go¬ 
ing to turn, or was turning?” 

”1 did not make nny because 1 did 
not think we were In danger of prox¬ 
imity to any, but after we turned signal 
was made to follow the flag, and they 
followed it. Of course the direction 
they should take was Indicated.”

Schley’s Preliminary Report. 


The Judge Advocate took tip Admiral 
Srhlev’g report of the battle made to 
the department, dated Gtiutmrtnv* Bxy, 
July 6. 1898. and he was questioned con¬ 
cerning the statements made therein, 
attention being < ailed to the statement 
that after the Vlscaya had struck her 
colors the signal wax made to cease 
firing and then the following sentence: 


"The Oregon having proved vast’y fast¬ 
er than the other battleships, she and 
the Brooklyn, together with the Texas 
and another vessel, which proved to be 
your flagship, continued westward In 
pursuit of the Colon, which had run 
close Inshore, evidently seeking some 
good spot to beach If she should fall to 
elude her pursuers.” 

"You W'rete that?” asked Capt. Lemly. 

"Yes" explained Admiral Schley, "and 
T can explain the whole thing If you will 
permit me to Introduce a preliminary 
report I made that was returned.” 

This statement on the part of the 
witness led to a somewhat prolonged 
and at tlmis quite sharp controversy 
between Capt. Lemly and Mr Haynor. 
It soon developed that the preliminary 
teport referred to was a report that 
Admiral (then Commodore) Schley had 
prepared of the events of July 3. and 
had taken on board the flagship New 
York and delivered to Admiral Samp¬ 
son after the battle, but which the 
Commander-In-Chief had returned to 
him. 

The court then took a recess for 
lunch.

Another Argument. 


After recess Capt Lemly laid before 
the court Admiral Schley's press copy¬ 
book containing a copy of his letter em¬ 
bracing his first report to Admiral 
Sampson of the battleof Santiago, which 
had been returned, and there was more 
contention between counsel as to the 
admissibility of the document as evi¬ 
dence. The decision of the court w f as 
to the effect that the rejmrt could not 
be read aloud and was announced 
through Admiral Dewey as follows: 

"The court holds that there Is no ob¬ 
jection to the witness refreshing his 
memory from the letter, but that he 
cannot read It aloud.” 

’ Why haven’t we the right to read 
it?” asked Mr Rayner. 

"Because the court does not want It.” 
replied Admhal Dewey. 

"It has ruled otherwise. It was ruled 
out on th** same principle as that ap¬ 
plied to Admiral Schley’s telegrum, 
which was not sent”

Letter Sent and Returned. 

"There Is this difference.” said Mr. 
Rayner. “that while the telegram was 
never sent the letter was sent and re¬ 
turned.” 

Capt Lemly—How do you know that?

Capt. Lemly— The mark on Its face 
shows that It was not sent.

The 
scenes on the streets of nlghts.espectal- 
ly Broadway, are lively and entertain¬ 
ing. made so by the display of the pic¬ 
tures and caricatures upon the canvas 
and the ranting* of the spell-binders. 
On the whole, the campaign is exceed¬ 
ingly tame and dull compared to pre¬ 
vious ones In New York. The Repub¬ 
licans and fuslonlsts are still claiming 
everything in sight and as previously 
stated, all the newspapers are for Low. 
Their claims are constantly paraded 
before the public eye and the result la 
that the Low men feel cock-aure of 
success and are feeling good over the 
situation. The Shepard, or Tammany 
side, of the contest, of course, never 
finds Its way to the public. It costs 
fiom fifty cents to a dollar a line to 
print any Tammany campaign stuff In 
the big dallies, so there you are.

Only One Horn Blowing. 

The Republicans and fuslonlsts are 
certainly putting up a good, stiff fight 
and expect to sweep everything In 
sight. They are making a big blow, 
which Is a bad indication. On the other 
hand, the Shephardltes, Croker and 
Tammany are keeping wonderfully 
quiet and the prominent leaders among 
them refuse to give out their opinions 
and are making no claims whatever. 
This Is taken by the Lowltes to mean 
that the Tammany ticket Is beaten and 
they are now betting even money on 
the result. This Is a good scheme for 
the sporting men. especially that class 
who are making a book on the elec¬ 
tion. It gives them a chance to make 
from 10 to 20 per cent, on their money, 
no matter which ticket wins. 

The betting Saturday night may give 
some Indication of the result. If the 
Tammany reports are good and entire¬ 
ly favorable to the election of their 
ticket a shower of Tammany money 
will be put out and the odds will be 
driven down to 10 to 7 on Bhepard. If, 
however, the Tammany district reports 
should be unsatisfactory the betting 
may be 10 to S. or perhaps 10 to 7. on 
Low for the reason that the betting 
men In Tammany Hall will rush Into 
cover or hedge out their money. The 
general public Is doing very little bet¬ 
ting on the election. 

• • • 

Late Estimate Usually Reliable. 

These Tammany reports, or esti¬ 
mates. made a few days before the 
election, are generally reliable and are 
so regarded here by close political ob¬ 
servers. It was said at Tammany Hall 
to-day that no cull had yet been sent 
out for the meeting of the Executive 
Committee, which has always been held 
on the Friday or Satin day before elec¬ 
tion for the purpose of receiving from 
the district leaders estimates of the 
vote In their districts. It Is expected, 
however, that the committee will meet 
Saturday evening and that the usual 
figuring will be done. 

Whether the figures will be made 
public is another question. I^art year 
the reports of the district leaders were 
suppressed by Croker. The reason for 
this action became apparent on the day 
after election. He had been Maiming 
New York for Bryan by 60,000, and 
Bryan's majority was less than 30.000. 
The figures of the leaders showed that 
this slump would occur, so they were 
not made public.

old boy. to commit an unnamable a t 
near Uptcn, and strung film to thei 
courthouse steps after riddling his body 
with bullets. The mob was headed by 
young Ward, the negro’s victim, and 
his father. Mr. Thomas Ward. 

So quietly and systematically did the 
mob go about Us work that many citi¬ 
zens of the town were ifl Ignorance of 
the existence of a mob until the negro 
In Its clutches. The men compos¬ 
ing the party approached the Ju.il. and 
upon their demand ihe keys to the jail 
were surrendered to them, the cell In 
which the negro was confined was cp« 
tered and the noose was adjusted abou^ 
his neck. IK- wap then dragged down 
the Jail etaira and Into the street, when 

made a break for liberty. The mob! 

crazed with anger, started after the n«‘* 
gro. firing as they ran. and when aboui 
one hundred yards from the Jail Ester! 
fell, riddled with bullet?. The noostf 
was Again placed about his neck an<f 
he was dragged to the courthuikte anj 
swung to the topmost step*.

Guard Gives Up. 

The guard, which was placed Around 
the Jail last night for the purpos® of pro. 
tecting Esters from mob violence, made 
little effort to defend him. So quietly 
had the raid been planned that but for 
the negro’s break for liberty the citi¬ 
zens of Hodgenvllle would not have 
known until daylight the extent of the 
mob’s work. 

When the pistols were fired many of 
the citizens marched into the streets in 
their night clothes to W’itnees the lynch* 
Ing. 

• • • 

Mob Formed Near Upton. 

The mob waa formed In the neighbor¬ 
hood of Upton, wfcere the crime waa 
committed, and as it hurriedly marched 
town id town volunteers polned In from 
different sections. Arriving in town the 
mob was swelled by citizens of Hodg¬ 
envllle who had been Informed of Its 
coming. 

Every member of the mob waa heavi¬ 
ly armed and all of them wore mask* 
although little effort was made to con¬ 
ceal fhelr identity. When the work of 
lynching the negro had been accom¬ 
plished the members of the mob quiet¬ 
ly dispersed and w'ent to their homes. 

The resort to mob law wa? saJd to

Gibbs, who is Captain of the coasting 
schooner Golden Ball, was away on 
that vessel at the time of his wife’s 
death. On learning of it. at a coast 
port, he immediately returned home, 
and, although there had been up to 
that time no suspicion of foul play, 
Capt. Gibbs believed that there should 
be an Investigation and placed the mat¬ 
ter in the hands of District Attorney 
Holmes. The bodies of Mrs. Gordon 
and Mrs. Gibbs were exhumed and the 
stomachs were s«*nt to Prof. Wood, of 
Harvard University, and as a result of 
his examination Miss Toppan was ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of having poisoned 
the four members of the Gibbs family. 

The police assert that they have suf¬ 
ficient evidence to convict Miss Toppan. 
although they will not disclose any of 
it. 

TO ORGANIZE MINERS. 

Union Men Will Meet In Hunting- 
ton To-day. 

Huntington. W. Va.. Oct. 30.—A num¬ 
ber of representatives of the United 
Mine Workers of America and of differ¬ 
ent State organizations are here to¬ 
night for a conference to-morrow with 
both the organized and the unorganized 
miners of West Virginia and Virginia. 

State officer from the Pennsylvania. 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois. Kentucky and 
other coal-prodming States are here to 
co-operate with President Mitchell, 
Vice President Lewis. Secretary Treas¬ 
urer Wilson and other national offi¬ 
cers In a final effort to organize the 
miners of Virginia and West Virginia. 
While the rail for the meeting to-mm*- 
row Includes the miners of West Vir¬ 
ginia. It Is understood that the main 
efforts at the present conference will 
be directed toward the mines of West 
Virginia first, and then the organization 
will be extended to the Old Dominion. 
The operators of West Virginia are 
also represented here, and ar»* appeal¬ 
ing to their men against interference 
from labor leaders In other States. 


RUSSIA CAUSING DELAY. 

Prevents Date of Conference On Sugar 
Bounties From Being Fixed. 

Brussels. Oct. 30.—Tho statement 
made by the West India Committee, 
in a circular sent out from London re¬ 
cently. announcing that tho invitation 
sent to the United Slates to partici¬ 
pate In tho conference on sugar boun¬ 
ties will involve further delay, and 
that the conference is not likely to as¬ 
semble this year, Is Incorrect. The 
United States has not been invited to 
attend the sugar conference, and Rus¬ 
sia alone orevent* the date of the 
meeting from being fixed.

Admiral Schley—Myser. at ter I had 
returned from tho flagship New York. 

After some further sparring by coun¬ 
sel Admiral Schley explained that the 
original preliminary report of the bat¬ 
tle he took the «’ommander-ln-Ohlef 
and then returned to the Brooklyn. 
“Admiral Sampson then signalled for 
me to come on board again,” he said, 
"which I did. and he handed the report 
back to me. There waa nobody but 
himself and myself In the cabin at that 
time.”

Sampson's Answer. 


The Admiral then recounted his con¬ 
versation with Admiral Sampson, who. 
he said, handed the letter back to him 
with the statement that he (Sampson) 
was Commander-In-Chief, and that he 
[Schley) had omitted a very important 
detail in the report in that it failed 
to show the presence of the New York. 
“I felt at that time,” Admiral Schley 
went on, “that the victory was big 
enough for all and I made this (his re¬ 
port of the battle that has been pub¬ 
lished) out of generosity and because I 
knew that If the New York bad been 
present she would have done as good 
work as any of the vessels.” 

The regular course of the Inquiry was 
then resumed. 

In response to a question the witness 
testified that during part of the battle 
the Indiana, Gloucester, Texas and Iowa 
were obscured from the Brooklyn by 
smoke. 

“When the Colon surrendered why did 
you not take possession of her and at¬ 
tempt to save her?”

Flagship Appears. 


”1 sent aboard to receive her surrender 
and was proceeding to do that very 
thing when the flagship came up. I am 
satisfied she was all right when I left 
for the eastward.” 

“Where did you obtain your statement 
in the Senate report that you went SCO 
yards to the southward when the Brook, 
lyn’s turn was made?*' 

“From the report of the board of offi¬ 
cers who charted the courses of the 
ships July 3.** 

“You testified that order No. 10. dated 
May 27. was not delivered to you until 
June 10?“ 

“I did.” 

“Do you know by what means that 
report reached you?” 

“That would be difficult to state.” 

The Admiral was asked what conver¬ 
sation he had had with Lieut. Com¬ 
mander Hodgson on th«» Brooklyn Just 
before the loop was made. He said he 
could not recall a single word of con¬ 
versation wHh Mr. Hodgson beyond the 
latt?r's remark that the enemy were 
coming for them and his response to go 
for them except some remark about iho 
proximity of the Texas. He did not 
now recall and he never had been able 
to recall a colloquy. 

“Did you give out for publication 
Lieut. Hodgson's categorical denial?” 

”! did.” 

“Did you give out the accompanying 
letter of explanation?” 

“I did not.” 

The witness stated that he would still 
say that he had desired to set Hodgron 
right as well as himself, but he had done 
nothing In that direction because the 
department ordered an Investigation.

Cross-Examination Finished. 

At 2:36 p. m. Capt. LemTy concluded 
his cross-exninination which had been 
begun at the beginning of the morning 
fusion of Monday. 

Capt. Lemiy rata; *1 nnre no further 
questions.”

Praise From Sampson.

“Who was generous?”

Court's Questions. 

The questions of the court, with Ad¬ 
miral Schley’s answers, were as fol¬ 
lows: 

’'While off Oenfuegos could you see 
the shore to the westward of the en¬ 
trance so distinctly that you were able 
to form a clear Idea of the practicabil¬ 
ity of making a landing place?” 

"Yes. I think 1 did.” 

"Was there any reason why you 
could not send & boat in shore to ob¬ 
tain Information about Cervera’s 
squadron from the fishermen or other 
Iversons who could be communicated 
with?” 

“There were no fishermen that I dis¬ 
covered anywhere along that coast. I 
saw none. I saw no boats.” 

"Lieut. Hood testified very positively 
to a conversation you had with him at 
Uienfuegos. Can you say that any such 
conversation took place?” 

”1 stated under a mistake that It was 
Lieut. Wood, the names being so near 
alike, but what I testified In my direct 
testimony touching that matter applies 
with equal force to Lieut. Hood. I can¬ 
not recall one single word that Mr. 
Hood said to me or any conversation I 
had with him.” 

• • • 

What Cervera Might Have Done. 

’’Had Admiral Cervera left Santiago 
for some point to the westward at the 
same time you left cJenfuegos. could 
not his squadron have passed between 
your ships and the shore without be¬ 
ing seen by you?” 

"If that had been night, probably 
yes. Tn the daytime I think not.” 

"What w**s your reason for going 
over twenty miles to the southward of 
Santiago instead of near the harbor’s 
mouth May 2(?“ 

“Because I laid the course for that 
point, supposing thnt if the squadron 
w'er* still out or had got out coincident 
with my leaving, they would run to the 
southward, and It was with the view' of 
giving me a larger horizon.” 

“Was It not possible for your squad¬ 
ron to blockade Santiago on May 26 for 
n few* days and still have coal enough 
to run to Key West?” 

“Yes. If I had known then as I knew* 
subsequently that the fle*t was there.” 

“Did not the order under which you 
were acting require you to remain off 
Santiago?” 

“Possibly yes. but I do not think that 
the order given whs to deprive me of all 
discretion In the matter If I heard to 
the contrary.” 

• • • 

Coaling Problems. 

“Was not the situation at Santiago 
May 26 such ns to warrant you In tak¬ 
ing considerable risk In coaling the 
ships of your squadron?” 

”1 think that the risks would have 
been very great, would have been too 
great in my Judgment. We probably 
would have lost the collier, and under 
the circumstances of my Information 
there I felt that ought not to occur.” 

"Did not Capt, Cotton Inform you 


thnt the Harvard hnd coaled nt Mole 
St. Nicholas and that one large ship 
at a time could coal there in ordinary 
weather?” 

’’No. I do not recall that I do not 
remember that he said anything about 
coaling at Mole St. Nicholas. His In¬ 
formation to me referred mainly to 
small vessels, as l recollect It.” 

• • • 

Admiral Benham’s Questions. 

Rear Admiral Bcnham—He said noth¬ 
ing about the Harvard coaling, did he? 

“1 do not remember that he did.” 

"Were the Injuries to the Merrlmac’s 
engines, as reported to you, of such 
a character as to convince you thnt she 
was hopelessly disabled?” 

“Yes. They reported to me that her 
Intermediate valve stem was broken. 
Of course, not being an engineer I took 
It for granted she was hopelessly dis¬ 
abled. I sent the chief engineer on 
board the next morning early, and he 
reported to me that her repairs would 
require some time-” 

“What was your object In seeking to 
develop the batteries May 31?” 

“Simply to be able to knowr what w*as 
In front of us. I thought we ought to 
know thnt In view of the possibility of 
our having to be obliged to force the 
entrance.” 

• • • 

Little Risk At Santiago. 

“Did you not risk having some of the 
vessels of your squadron Injured In 
making the attack of May 31?” 

“I thought that was remote at the 
range 1 had chosen.” 

“Are you sure that the prevailing 
wind near Cape Cruz during the month 
of Mny or from the west was south¬ 
west ?” 

”1 thought so, because that was the 
conclusion of the pilot. Of course I 
knew’ very little about it, and I th:nk 
anyone who reeds sailing directions 
don’t get very much comfort out of 
them.” 

"You have stated that you consid¬ 
ered the movement to the westward on 
May 26 as based on sound military 
principle. Why, then, did you go back 
off Santiago?” 

“For the reason, as I stated, that 
after the steaming radius of the ships 
had heen equalized the time consumed 
In going back W'ould be very little and 
that If It eventuated In the fact that 
the Spanish squadron was not there 
we w'ould not have lost any very great 
time ” 

“As the scouts were acting independ¬ 
ently and could coal when they pleased 
why was their short supply of coal a 
matter of anxiety to you?” 

“Simply because they came together 
under my command, and I, as senior 
had to assume authority for 
them and their movement.” 

• • • 

The Ambiguous Ordei. 


"Please point out the particular parts 
of the department’s order of May 25 
which you regard as ambiguous.” 

(Reads.) ” 'AH of the department’s 
Information Indicates Spanish division 
Is still at Santiago.' The following 
paragraph Indicates that there was 
doubt of the fact. They requested me 
to ascertain, or suggested that I ascer¬ 
tain. that. Then again, (reading) ’the 
Cubans who are familiar with Santiago 
say that there are landing places five 
or six nautical miles west.* That loca¬ 
tion was. at this time, according to the 
Information subsequently, occupied by 
Spaniards. Again (reading) ’as toon as 
ascertained notify the department 
what her enemy is there.’ Those were 
the main things that occurred to me 
as being ambiguous.’' 

“When operating In squadron has 
anyone authority tn change the course 
.*f the flagship without the direct order 
of the Commander-In-Chief except to 
nirtri twSlf SUrlfien einrrgenoy when 
there is not time to report to the Com- 
mfinder-in-Ch!ef?” 

“No.” 

• • • 

Gives His Reasons. 

“What reason had you for supposing 
that the Spanish squadron would run 
South after leaving Santiago?” 

"Simply because that would have 
been the direction In which they could 
have hidden themselves sooner.” 

“Why did the Brooklyn and the Mas¬ 
sachusetts leave Key \V*st on May 19 
short of coal ” 

“Because of the order of the Com¬ 
mander-In-Chief. H* sent over to me on 
the morning of the 19th a young officer, 
I do not recall his name, with Instruc¬ 
tions and the orders under which I 
acted, saving that the cnmmander-ln- 
chlef thought It would be wise to go at 
once or better to go at once.” 

“Was there any shortage of coal at 
Key West on May 18?” 

"That, of course. 1 do not know. I do 
r.ot know what the supply was there.” 

“A* you were ordered to go to Clen- 
fuogos to establish a blockade w-as It 
not your duty under the circumstances 
to communicate direct, either signal or 
otherwise, with the senior officer of the 
vessels returning from Clenfuegos and 
obtain from him all information re¬ 
garding the situation at or near that 
port, particularly as there waa no prob¬ 
ability that the said fenior officer had 
knowledge of the destination of the fly¬ 
ing squadron?” 

• •0 

McCaIIa’s Information. 


“McCalla testified that he directed 
him to communicate to me Information 
of the situation, and I. of course, t*ok 
It for granted that If he had anything 
Important he would have notified me of 
the fact without my Inquiry.” 

“Did the flytng squadron, when on 
blockade off Clenfuegos. ever steam In 
toward the port betw’cen 8 p. m. and 
4 a. m.?” 

“My general Impression now Is that 
the steaming of the squadron was prin¬ 
cipally In a direction to the southward 
and westward to prevent us from drift¬ 
ing In. We maintained, or tried to main¬ 
tain. a position closer at night than In 
the day time.” 

“What effort did you make at or 
near FDnfuegu* before the arrival of 
the Adiila to discover whether or not 
Admiral Cervera’s squadron was In that 
port?" 

”1 did not make any. because I was 
led to infer that the coast was occupied 
and that to have g .-nt In a party would 
have brought disaster to them. I knt-w 
of tho cable cutting expedition, and I 
knew that Capt. McCalla hud lost quite 
a number of men nnd 1 supposed that 
the coast was «cupled. I saw evidence 
once nr twice.” 

“Did any of your light vessels scout 
betw*«m the flying squadron and the 
south cna^t of Cuba with the view «»f 
discovering the Spanish squadron In the 
event *»f its having left .Santiago for 
Clenfueg***?” 

“No.” 

• • • 

Sigsbee’s Report. 

“Did you consider Capt. Sigsbee’s re¬ 
port that he had not seen the Spanish 
squadron and the pilot Nunez's state¬ 
ment thnt the Spanish ship* were too 
large to enter the t»*rt*or of Santiago, 
proof that the Information given to you 
by Capt. McCalla on Mny 24. that the 
Spanish fore* under Oervem had been 
reported authoritatively In Santiago on 
May 19. and thu they were rilll re¬ 
ported there on the afternoon of May 
24. was erroneous?" 

“I do not rccelbct that he gave me 
that Information. I do not recolect It 
at k 11.” 

"If you were governed In making the

Ramsey Asks Questions. 

Admiral Ramsay: “You gave four mo- 
tives for the retrograde movement.

Orders To Other Vessels. 


"If It were your Intention on May 3i 
to open fire with three vessels, only with 
a view of developing the batteries, why 
did you. at 11:20 a. m.. of that date, 
make signal to the squadron, ’the Mas¬ 
sachusetts. New Orleans nnd Iowa will 
go In after dinner to a distance of 7.000 
yards and fire at the Cristobal Colon 
with eight, twelve and thirteen-inch 
guns; speed about ten knots?* ” 

*'I intended that the heavier gunp, of 
course, should be directed at the Colon, 
and afterward I determined to mnke 
another signal to the New Ykieans when 
I got on board, which I did."

Cook regarding coupling up the Brook¬ 
lyn’s engines held on July 2 or July 3?” 

“My recollection now Is that It waa 
on the 2d in my cabin.” 

“Could you not obtain from the chief 
eng.neer of the Brooklyn definite In¬ 
formation as to the nature of the Mer- 
rlmac’s Injuries?” • 

“He explained to me. as I ••aid. the 
next day that they were serious and 
that It would take a long time to re¬ 
pair them, but as soon as I found that 
she could use her own engine* we made 
use of them.” 

“Where could the Spanish squadron 
have taken refuge by steering south 
after leaving Fantlago?” 

“They could not have taken refuge. 
They could have got in. of course, to 
Jamaica, but I should Imagine that 
they would have gone, after skirting 
around me to the westward, to li«- 
vana. knowing that the fleet of Ad¬ 
miral Sampson had gone east.”

Lemiy Asks More Questions. 

The court hsvlng concluded Its ques¬ 
tions. Capt. Lemiy said he wanted to , 
propound one or two.

“I think he said It would depend upon 
the possibility of repairing her inter¬ 
mediate valve and that they would de¬ 
termine whether they could work her 
compound In the m-antlme.”

FOR UNITED STATES. 


Reason For Not Making Another 
Prince of the Church of Rome 
In This Country. 


Washington, Oct. 30.—UnofficlPl ad¬ 
vices just received from Rome confirm 
the understanding thnt no papal con¬ 
sistory at Rome will be held before 
next February. In view of this fact 
Cardinal Martinelll. the papa) ablegate, 
will leave this country Just before tho 
consistory. While there may be some 
additions to the roll of Cardinals, tt Is 
certain that none of these will be from 
the United States. The full roll of Car¬ 
dinals Is fixed nt seventy, and the Pope 
desire* to have as many of them as 
possible near home. 

The real reason for avoiding the 
naming of another Cardinal for this 
country during UardlnAl Gibbons* life¬ 
time is to avoid setting a precedent 
for two Cardinals within the United 
States. There a re more than one, how¬ 
ever, In countries w*here there Is a.con¬ 
cordat between the Government and 
the church. 

There is no Indication yet as to who 
will be Cardinal Mnrtlnelir* hu< < essor. 
Even the gossip at Rome that Mgr. 
Falconlo. now nuncio at Ottawa, would 
be chosen, has. at least for the present, 
subsided. It Is significant In this con¬ 
nection that the selection of both Car¬ 
dinals Satolll and Martinelll were prac¬ 
tically complete surprises to those who 
had been figuring on the vacancies to 
which they were chosen.

They do n«»t 
mind g'dng to Jail, but hate to enter 
the State penitentiary.

If this Is true It 1? on Important point 
In favor of the opponent.*; of these 
treaties Some »»f these are on the Sen¬ 
ate calendar, but other* have b**en re¬ 
ferred bock to committers and have 
died, or will probably die, by the ex¬ 
piration of the time for their ratifica¬ 
tion, although this has been twice ex¬ 
tended. 

Senator Aldrich Is opposed to the 
treaties, and th©*<* correspondents, 
though they may not know what they 

*re talking about, agree that the Presi¬ 
dent has been brought largely to Mr. 
Aldrich's views. They do not say that 
Mr, Roosevelt has abandoned reciproci¬ 
ty entirely. On the contrary, he Is con- 
winced that the country has arrived at 
m stage when It requires more foreign 
markets, and believing that some reci¬ 
procity Is necessary, be Is thinking of 
advocating th* appointment of a com¬ 
mission to deal with the subject. On 
this point the Chicago Tribune cot re¬ 
spondent says:

The Romance of the Presidency. 

It is annouuc •<! that, by order of 
the President.'* the grandiose old pile 
of marble and discomfort hitherto 
known officially as "the Executive 
Mansion" shall be hereafter designated 
"the White House.** Locally, it has 
always been so designated FTuin the 
day when Mrs. Abigail Adams used the 
East Room for a laundry, to the Inst 
sad rites which were witnessed over 
the coffin of William M**Klntey, the 
common pa tic of the street d of Wash¬ 
ington hns described It as Theodore 
Roosevelt now directs. May chnnge of 
title prove the prelude to a domestic 
change of base. 

In truth, the White House Is no place 
to live In; at best it Is but a splend^ 
misery; redolent of tragi'? memorles.lt is 
a veritable haunted house; long, long 
ago. It should have been converted ini'* 
an Administrative office and a dwell¬ 
ing erected somewhere else for the use 
of the President and his family. One 
can scarcely think of It without seeing 
ghosts. They stalk through Its dark¬ 
ened corridors by night. In the noon¬ 
day sun they hide among Its nooks and 
corners, the place subduing and the 
spirit daunting. Men grow old In the 
White House before their time. 

When we sav that "truth Is stranger 
than fiction," we do not necessarily pay 
a compliment to History at the expense 
of Fiction; but discounting the False-^ 
hoods with which we know that His¬ 
tory abounds, there remains yet enough 
of ascertained and established fact 
to Justify the saying and to Imply the 
cfftnpllment. Nor does the contempor¬ 
ary w’orld of what we call "practical 
affairs," furnish a stage less adapted 
to melodrama, or a mlse en scene less 
vivid and picturesque, or characters 
less varied and adventurous than the 
theater which affects to reproduce for 
our edification the times of Charle¬ 
magne and Cyrano de Bergerac, of 
Maurice of Saxe. Don Caesar de Baxan 
and Napoleon Bonaparte. There 1 b ro¬ 
mance everywhere—even in American 
politics. Quite as often with us as with 
the French, "It Is the unexpected that 
happens." 

What it retch of fancy could have pre¬ 
dicted four years ago that Theodore 
Roosevelt, a talented and rather bump¬ 
tious young gentleman, holding little 
other than an upper clerkship In a 
subordinate department of the Govern¬ 
ment—as a rule, considered a political 
cul de sac—would to-day be President 
of the United States? Yet the experi¬ 
ence of Mr. Roosevelt Is not exceptional 
to that of several of his predecessors In 
office. Six week? before his nomination 
for President In 1844, James K. Polk was 
a weak candidate for Vice Pre?id°nt, 
resting his chief hnp#» upon the nomina¬ 
tion of Martin Van Buren for President. 
In tw*o preceding State elections he had 
been successively beaten for Governor of 
Tennessee, then regarded as one of the 
"pivotal States." In 1843 Franklin 
Pierce retired from public 1 fe because 
he could not resist the convivlall^m of 
the National Capital. Ten years later, 
having done nothing In the interim 
especially to distinguish himself, he re¬ 
turned to Washington as President of 
the United States. 

Take the case of Theater A, Arthur. 
He was regarded by the country, a-# far 
as he was known at all, as a New York 
politician merely. Many there were who 
regard'd him as a rather tough ma¬ 
chine politician. Two years before his 
nomination for Vice President on Pie 
ticket with Garfield he had bepn turned 
out of the Collectorshlp of the Port of 
New York by his own party, under 
charges. Elected Vice President Gui- 
teau's bullet made him President, and 
a more upright, gracious und graceful 
President, or one wiser in his order, 
never occupied the Chief Magisteri.il of¬ 
fice. We take no account of Taylor and 
Grant. They w*er»* military lierofs. 
War, which Is a mighty leveler, Is also 
a mighty elevator; und there is no 
classifying its revolutionary proces«e*. 
Andrew Johnson was a species of con¬ 
tradiction; but the career of Grover 
Cleveland breaks the r«?cord. 

He had passed more than forty years 
of his life a sturdy, rather sluggish min 
about town In the city of BulTnlo. He 
possessed no gifts of speech, or pen or 
person to draw upon him the public at¬ 
tention, to signalize him and to make 
him popular. The fairy godmother who 
decrees thes* things In the cradle of her 
favorites comes along, she waves her 
magic wand, and, lo, th© Sheriff, the 
Mayor, the Governor—all In a trice—be¬ 
come* President of the United States! 

Three hours before Garfield was nomi¬ 
nated it is said that so quit k-sigh'ed 
and clear-headed a Journalist as Murat 
llalstead diverted his correspondents on 
the scene of action In Chicago to "send 
no more Garfield rot Vo this office!" Two 
years before Benjamin Harrison was 
nominated he had lost his real in the 
Senate and seemed politically dead. Two 
years before Lincoln wns nominated, he 
had not had his famous debn e with 
Douglas and was unknown out%id'» the 
State of Illinois. Two ycaro before Til- 
den, whom hletory will declare elc«t**d. 
received the Democratic nomination, he 
hud nut been cIiolsh Go*, eruor of New 


York and was little know n, if popularly 
known at all, outside his own profes¬ 
sion. James Buchanan, In a mo¬ 
ment of fret and depression, once ex- 
dnIrani to a * young friend whu was 
for the moment playing nmat«*ur secre¬ 
tary: "For tweniy > *ars* 1 was a 
candidate f.ir President. Regular¬ 
ly ' every four year* • Pennsylvania 
cent » delegation lo th# National Con¬ 
vention to urge my nomination, and 
regularly every four years wo came 
back beaten and disappointed. At last, 
when I hml given It up. when It bad no 
longer any charm for me, when all the 
friend* 1 loved nnJ wanted to reward 
were dead, and most of the enemies 1 
bated, and had marked down for pun¬ 
ishment. were turned my friends. I was 
nominated and elected, and here 1 am. 
an old man. full of care and trouble, 
w ’t scarcely one Joy on earth!" 

No man who has ever been near 
enough the Executive Mansion to see 
within it can haveany Illusions about th© 
Presidency, with its awful responsibili¬ 
ties, its cruel.sometimes heart-breaking, 
limitations; Its labor and its travail. 
One knows not how to reconcile the 
eager desire of Webster and Clay, with 
any reasonable theory except that 
they had fixed their hope on the 
White House, had brought themselves 
to believe that It honestly belonged to 
them, and. falling of it at last, felt 
themselves both baffled ami cheated. In 
view of the checkered history of those 
who have had the Presidential bee In 
their bonnets, and the whimsical evolu¬ 
tions of the wheel of fortune, one mar¬ 
vels that any sane man would entertain 
the idea as a serious proposition. To 
expect to pick up a ticket In the street, 
or market-place, or to look for some 
one to make him a present of a ticket, 
calling tor the capital prlxe In a lottery 
to be drawn beyond the stars, were as 
rational. The next President of the 
United States, though the election is 
but three years ahead of us, may be 
a man W h os e name Is at this moment 
wholly unknown to the people at 
large. 

The White House, by all means, Mr. 
President; and be it the signal for the 
building of a commodious dwelling 
elsewhere In our beautiful Capital City, 
where the first lady In the land may 
live In comfort, the children, both old 
and young, having plenty of air and 
elbow-room, nor spirits, nor goblins to 
vex their slumbers and their gambols; 
so that, hereafter, the tragedy of the 
old Executive Mansion shall never 
again enter into the waking dreams 
of the President's household, but be 
entombed as It were in a living mauso¬ 
leum, where only the public business 
Is transacted from day to day. where 
only the spirits of the dead abide by 
night. Put It in your message. Mr. 
President. It Is high time. for. al¬ 
though you yourself may not be there 
to see, the fullness of time will hardly 
be fulfilled with your exit, and it Is 
one of the attributes *f statesmanship 
t*i forecast the future arid provide! 


A Bumptious Minister. 

Mr. David Mills, Canada** Minister of 
Justice, discourse©, in a London review, 
of the Monroe doctrine, the Clayton- 
Bulwcr treaty and the isthmian canal. 
He insists that Canuda will not be con¬ 
tent with any other rule than that of 
perfect equality reepectlng the canal, 
and that her Interests must not be 
sacrificed by the United Kingdom. He 
thinks, further, that this country Is as¬ 
suming sovereignty In both North and 
South America, and is striving to restrict 
the commerce of other States for its 
own advantage. 

That the Government of the United 
States is trying to restrict the com¬ 
merce of other countries within the 
home teiritory is nothing new. Every 
country doe* that when it believes that 
the Inti-rests of Its own citizens demand 
It. England was a strenuously protec¬ 
tive country until her public men be¬ 
came convinced that free trade was 
better. The United States will adhere 
to the restrictive system until a ma¬ 
jority of the people demand a change. 
Other countries may complain of It, 
but th**y cannot deny our right to do 
what we think best, ft Is for the people 
of tills country to settle the matter with 
a view to what I* better for themselves. 
We are equally estopped from denying 
the right of other countries to retaliate 
tf they think that will be good for them. 

Ah to restricting the commerce of 
other countries outside our own borders, 
that can only be dom* In way* that are 
obvious and open. The markets of the 
world are us free to other nations as to 
u*. If we can b*-at them In fair compe¬ 
tition we have a tight to do It, Just aa 
they may beat us If they can. But to 
talk of restricting the commerce of 
other countries because we wish to pro¬ 
tect an isthmian canal, if we make one, 
la little better thin nonsense. The canal 
will be i bidder ter patron*gi*. It will 
be In the market asking for customer*, 
and getting only ouch patronage as Ra 
advantages may procure for It. Nobody 
wilt be compelled to us- It, but Its man¬ 
agers will desire to get business and to 
eiirn toll*. The obvtau* meaning of this 
Is that It will offer the greatest Induce¬ 
ments possible to * verybody. But If the 
sufety of the canil Is menaced, we shall 
defend it. A hundred treaties could not 
prevent us from doing that. If It* neu¬ 
trality is Imperiled we shall guarantee 
It, and do that without trading for the 
assistance of any other nation, because 
that might restrict our Independence In 
a matter which concerns ourselves. But 
the canal will be In the interest of the 
expansion of trade, not of its restric¬ 
tion. 

Ah to th© Mnnroe doctrine. Great Brit¬ 
ain Is not in a position to attack It. It 
was llrst promulgated at the suggestion 
of Mr. Canning, a British statesman, 
and with the full r.ssent of Ills Govern¬ 
ment. It was not a mere paper threat, 
because Great Britain and the United 
I State* contiolled the sen* and could nul- 
I Jify the attempt of any European coun¬ 
try to interfere m American aitau*. Th* 


doctrine, therefore, was enforced from 
the beginning, and It haa. been a bul¬ 
wark against aggression. Canada Is, to 
the extent of her Importance, as much 
Interested In It’as the United State**. 
But our Government is not anMuming 
sovereignty over both North and South 
America. European countries are get¬ 
ting the bulk of South American trade, 
while we are getting the greater part 
of that of Canada. In both cas* the 
trade J« obtained by virtue of natural 
advantages or superior enterprise, and 
nobody has a right to complain. 

It is an illustration of the bumptious¬ 
ness of Canada that her Minister says 
that she will not be content with any¬ 
thing but equality in the canal. Canada 
is not an Independent Power, and should 
he alow In talking of equality with the 
United Slates. Great Britain conducts 
her diplomatic business, but the com¬ 
plaisance of British statesmen haa beer* 
such that Canada's public men hive 
been permitted, over and over again, to 
delay or mar negotiations between the 
two countries. We are now at a dead¬ 
lock over the border line between Can¬ 
ada and Alnslu. Where that line cun* 
Is a question of fAct to be determined 
by the evidence that may be produced. 
That we should give up some of our 
rights in order to get the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty modified or rescinded has 
been a p*U Idea with some Canadian 
politicians. It Is altogether absurd. 
Canada has nothing to do with the 
treaty. It docs not affect her special 
interest* at nil That we should be 
willing to agr*-e that the boundary is 
somewhere else than we believe it to 
be in order to get the privilege of pro¬ 
tecting our own property is altogether 
preposUvou*. 

We have every reason to be friendly 
with Canada She has a population of 
good people, allied to u* by ties of blood. 
She is a good customer of the Tailed 
State*. But her public men have de¬ 
veloped a policy of making small local 
interests an impediment to our nego¬ 
tiations with the British empire. It Is 
a mistaken policy, for ll keep© up an Ir¬ 
ritation that i* mrx-c hurtful to the Do¬ 
minion than it is to u*. In the matter 
of the prospective treaty with reference 
to the canal, however. It Is not likely 
that Great Britain will neglect her 
larger Interests In the commerce of the 
w'orld in order to help a dependency in 
a petty boundary dispute. 


Why We Have Gold Export*. 

Th* financial writers who are insist¬ 
ing that we have exhausted our trade 
balance in Europe will no doubt point 
to the engagement* of $2.6o0.000 gold 
for export to-day as bearing out their 
contention. Ah a matter of fact. It is 
simply because very* large sterling bills 
sold In anticipation of high rate* of 
Interest this fall must now be paid off 
on account of the stringency of the Eu¬ 
ropean money markets and the ease of 
our own. Germany and Austria have 
been buying gold for trade reasons, ar.d 
France has been withdrawing capital 
from London to take up a new Internal 
loan. On this side the cotton move¬ 
ment has been much later than expect¬ 
ed, In consequence of which there has 
been an Insufficiency of sterling bills 
to meet the sales made by Interna¬ 
tional bankers some months ago. How- 
large these sales have been Is shown 
by the following from a letter written 
by C. Schumacher & Co., of New York, 
who are well known authorities on for¬ 
eign exchange. The letter was written 
In reply to a correspondent from Chi¬ 
cago. w-ho wished to know the reason 
for the impending gold exports, and was 
as follows: 

"In reply woulJ ray th^re can no 
doubt whatever of our owing very large 
amounts In Europe hut not. i*s you sur¬ 
mise, through an adverse trade balance 
On the contrary, our trade bolanre Is still 
in our favor for th« year Our indebted¬ 
ness to Europe wo* wimply accumulated 
during the summer months, while every¬ 
body st111 believed in very high money 
rates here during the reel of the year. 
During that thne our banks and bankers 
drew their sixty and nlnetydoy bills on 
London, Paris and Berlin, all of which 
are now In the course of maturing. The 
amount thus drown cannot fall far short 
of £ 150 , 000 . 001 . Some estimate the amount 
at even higher figure*. Of this amount a 
quarter or a third—perhaps half—has al¬ 
ready been covered. Thr* proceeds of all 
thl* exchange at the tkne when it was 
drawn went toward carrying the stock? 
Issued against the enormeu* organ xttl n* 
and combines of railroad and InJustnal 
enterprise!* of the past twelve months. 
When tho#e bills were drawm it was a- 
jKVted that the usual autumn exj:->rt 
would be sufficient to provide the cover 
at about a time when this exrhing.* would 
reach Its maturity, hut through delay In 
the cotton shipments these calculations 
were doom'd to disappointment; lifter th • 
advance hi our exchange market at a 
time when It should be at Its lowest. 

"In speaking of cur Indebtednes* abroad 
never forger that this consist* of two dis¬ 
tinct tiasee#. vl*., the permanent and the 
floating Indebtedness. The funner, ccn- 
rlutlng of European investments In our 
railroad and other securlths »s permanent 
investments, has greatly diminished of 
kite. The floating Indebtedness, on the 
other hand, consist* of money borrowed 
during the summer moot Its, to he covered 
by exchange drawn against our autumn 
shipments of grain and cotton. To un¬ 
derstand why we borrow money abroad In 
the manner we do. vl*.. by draw'tng our 
sixty and ninety-day bills on London, 
Parle, Btfil* etc, It must be kept In 
mind that loans on coll (In the New York 
sense of the word> ore unknown in Eu¬ 
rope. Thore who have a surplus uf© It 
In discounting bills, vl*., the very sixty 
and ninety-day bills that Morgan drew 
and Brown Bros remitted to linden for 
discount. The amount of motuy availa¬ 
ble In l«ondon for that jnirpo»«* Is enor¬ 
mous, far exceeding the amount which, 
for instance. New York has to loan on 
call, and can ulwaye bo relied upon. 
Hence our manner of borrowing in Ix>n- 
dott by means of drawing sixty and n n#- 
ty-day bills." 

In other words, the high price of ster¬ 
ling which has made these gold exports 
possible i# due to conditions produced 
by speculative "short" sales of ex¬ 
change, Induced by the belief In high 
rales of money here this fall and win¬ 
ter. Had such conditions prevailed 
there would have been no question of 
gold Import*, but the subsidence of 
speculation has relaxed the demand 
for loins until now. ns 8ehumach»'r says 
Ui the same letter, there la no expecta¬ 
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trade In favor of the United States for 
the four fiscal years ending June 30 last 
amounted to the stupendous sum of tw-o 
and one-quarter billions. The balance 
for the three months since then foots 
up In round figures to $400,000,000 more. 
A credit so vast as this It is not reason¬ 
able to believe hn* been wiped out even 
by the enormous sums borrowed to 
carry on the great Industrial and rail¬ 
road consolidations. It must be con¬ 
fessed. however, that these are larger 
than was thought last spring, and the 
knowledge of their extent Is doubtless 
responsible for tlta subsidence of specu¬ 
lation. The Northern Pacific and I'nion 
Pacific controversy Is not alone respon¬ 
sible. The blUlun-dollar *te«-l syndi¬ 
cate was no doubt largely financed with 
the money drawn on these bills now- 
fulling due. and so were many similar 
enterprises. The check to speculation 
lias been wise, and If It can be main¬ 
tained there will be no trouble In 
clearing up our obligations to Europe. 
These debts must be paid anyhow-, und 
the sooner they are cleared off the bet¬ 
ter for our financial future. We at 
least have secured value for them. In 
the meantime there ought to be no more 
warring between great financial Inter¬ 
ests. Let them patch up their quar¬ 
rels os speedily as possible and liberate 
the large capital they have tied up in 
their deals, with which there would 
be no fear of tight money in legitimate 
trade. _ 

Plagiarism As a Defense. 

The appropriation of the thoughts and 
words of another has always been re¬ 
garded as an offense, but the sagacity 
of a New York Judge has, presumably 
for the first time, found In It n ground 
of defense In a prosecution for a felony. 

On the day when President McKinley 
was shot Herr Most published in his 
paper In New York an outrageous ar¬ 
ticle entitled Murder vs. Murder. For 
this he was duly tried and sentenced 
to the penitentiary for a year. The 
conviction was a surprise to some law¬ 
yers. who w-ere not aware that there 
was any law to meet the case, but it 
turns out that New York has a statute 
that covers It completely. 

Judge MacLean, of the New York 
Supreme Court, has granted a stay of 
proceedings, as is reported, on the 
ground that the article was a plagiar¬ 
ism. and w-as written more than half a 
century ago. Ordinarily the statute of 
limitations does not run against felo¬ 
nies. but as the statute in question was 
probably not In existence fifty years 
ago it is easy to see that the original 
author could not be held responsible. 
But it Is not at all easy to see how 
that fact excuses its ©©publication. The 
law existed when Herr Most made the 
publication, and It is a queer defense 
for him to say the article was not orig¬ 
inal. The statute Is not limit**! to the 
publication of original article*.

We of Lou¬ 
isiana are peculiarly sensitive on the sub¬ 
ject of unyielding severance between the 
white anJ black races as to tov al rela¬ 
tions. for the mgro is more Hrgoly in 
evidence here than elsewhere in the I’nitcd 
States. While possibly there may not te» 
more n*\#roe* In Louisiana than there are 
In Mississippi or in South Carolina, y*t 
the portions of th!* State embracing the 
sugar and co'.ton-growing region# show a 
numerical preponderance of blacks over, 
white* which no other section of like area 
In another State presents. Even the popu¬ 
lation of New Orbans, near 300.000 soul#. 
Is one-third African; while a considerable 
proportion of the white denizens consist* 
of I^athi emigrants, who, until their more 
or less recent arrivals ftom Europe, were 
arrangers to the Individual or aggregate 
negro. Thus, we native Americans resi¬ 
dent in Louisiana have perforce had the 
study of the black man in object l's.^on 
an»l at close range all our live*, and we 
know- hi* nature, his traits, hi* human 
posslbilk'.e* and his human llmltat'on* 
more accurately than can those who e.

A Parallel Between Fred Douglas* 
and Booker Washington, end s 
Forecast.

W hen Frederick Dougin## married a 
white woman two thlm?* happened: 

F*r#t The white woman's Idsntty was 
lost and henceforth she Lorn tne a part of 
the mgro population. She deliberately 
fl©w in the face of Providence, and the 
result was that she became allied with th© 
negro race, having deserted her own rnc© 
to become the wife of a negro. 

Second—Up to the hour when he chos© 
a white woman, who thereby betrayed her 
own race, to become his wife. Instead of 
selecting a wife from his own color, Fred¬ 
erick Dougin* wo* the acknowledged 
leader of the negro race. That act brought 
him the contempt cf both races. The 
whit© people Th^n saw that all h's so- 
called effort# to elevate the negro race 
were chiefly efforts to secure social equal¬ 
ity for hlm>elf. The negroc* then f\w 
that, while prof* « ng to wish to honor 
his race, he scorned the'.r women and pre¬ 
ferred to take a wife from the whit© 
race— #uch portion of It. too, as would 
be willing to become the wife of a negro. 
From that hour Frederick Douglass had 
no Influence with right thinking mvn of 
either race. The negroes attended to Fred¬ 
erick Douglass* case a Tier he scorned the.r 
women by marrying a white woman. 

W© have during the past week published 
extract* from Hooker Washington'# book 
showing how he roll* as a sweet morsel 
under his tongue every social attention 
paid him in England and by negrophlllst* 
in Amerk*a. It Is a nauseating chapter In 
an otherwise Interest ng book. Threo 
things have happened with reference to 
Booker Washington that are analogous to 
the Frederick Douglas# incidents; 

First—A gentleman from Raleigh who 
attended the Buffalo Exposition calls at¬ 
tention to the fact that while he was (hero 
a convention of "colored woman's club*" 
was In res-ton, attended, by other*, by 
the wife of Booker Washington. The Buf- 
lado papers printed that she was a candi¬ 
date for president of the national body 
anti would be elected. A reception was 
held for the negro woman's league, at¬ 
tended by the n©qro delegates and negro 
women of Buffalo, on the same night, n 
another part of Buffalo, a reception was 
given to the white woman's clubs. Some 
n©grophill#is extend'd an Invitation to 
the wife of Hooker Washington to attend 
the reception to the white clubs, and In- 
Mead of gong with her own race tho 
ignored that reception and went to tho 
white woman's club reception. The next 
day the m gro woman'* club did not elc; t 
the wife of Booker Washington presiding 
and the Buffalo papers said she was de¬ 
feated because the negro women resented 
her ignoring their reception and hers, too, 
to go to th© deception of the White 
woman's club. 

foe md—Bo ;kcr Washing on haa obtal ed 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in order 
to make Tuskegec Institute a thorough 
school for the education of negro men 
and women. And h s sensible speeches 
about the necessity for practical educa¬ 
tion have been everywhere applauded. Hut 
h© Uk©# his own daughter to Wellesley, a 
school long famous for the education of 
women, nnd heretofore exclusively for 
while women. There was *omo "kick" In 
the school about taking her. But that is 
not the point. Booker Wanhington scorns 
the negro schools by practically raying 
that he prefers to send his own daughter 
to school* in the North attended a'most 
exclusively by white people. If all o her 
negroes able to educate (heir children 
would do likvwDe what would be th© good 
of making efficient schools for the edu¬ 
cation or the negro? 

Third—Booker Washington ho# told tha 
negro that the best place for him to Hvo 
we# in the South, and he ha# therefore 
Impliedly told him that the strictly drawn

who chpo*© to Inv.te him. shewing that 
he. too, like Fred Douglass, longs for 
social ••quality.

The negro who l* to lead them 
must not scorn their women a# wives, th© 
schools to which their daughters must go.

The retirement of Mr. J. G. Mctcnlfe 
ns general manager of the Denver and 
Rio Grande was learned with regret by 
his friends here yesterday, especially' 
his old associates in the pmeral offices 
of the Louisville and Nashville railroad. 
Mr. Metcalfe was always popular with 
the men under him. and also with the 
higher officials of the company. It was 
with regret that they saw him leave 
Louisville, but knowing his ability they 
believe that he will soon fall Into anoth¬ 
er good berth. 

Mr. Metcalfe was accounted the best 
trait: dispatcher the South had during 
the days when train dispatching was 
conaldercd something of an art and It 
requited a man thoroughly acquainted 
with his duties to be able to discharge 
them and at the same time keep a great 
system In constant motion. Mr. Met¬ 
calfe first came Into prominence ns a 
dispatch*- on the Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville when he had th<~ title of "Chief 
Train Dispatcher." That was a good 
many' years ago and at a time when It 
was not an Infrequent occurrence for 
freight trains to be lost for hours at a 
time. An old associate of hi*. in recall¬ 
ing some of his experiences yesterday, 
pad: "I never saw a men like Metcalfe. 
Under the most exciting circumstance.** 
be never lost his head and he could 
clear the track quicker than any man 
who ever wore the title of chief dis¬ 
patcher. Yeans ago, when dispatching 
was considered an art, freight engines 
we»e net as large as they are to-day 
but they never left a terminal with less 
than twenty heavily loaded cara behind 
them. Steam braker, were unheard of on 
freight trains and two brakemen and & 
conductor were supposed to run the en¬ 
tire tr*Jn. Th~ result was that before 
they got ten miles out. the train would 
be broken In a half dozen places, 
vfus hours behind time, and everything 
was In a chaotic state. The road would 
. be blocked for miles and other trains 
were laid out. These delays usually oc¬ 
curred in the morning and when Mr. 
Metcalfe got down to his office he found 
everybody sweating and fuming and 
praying that he would hurry. Metcalfe 
would take hold of things and In two 
hours* time he would have the track 
cleared and trains running on time. 

"He never lost his head. It made 
little difference to him whether a pas¬ 
senger train of twenty coaches had 
been wrecked and every soul on it 
killed, or whether a box car had jumped 
the track, he was the name. His first 
thought w'as to clear the track and un¬ 
der his directions It could be cleared 
quicker, almost, than the wreck oc¬ 
curred." 

Expect Big Winter Business. 

Mr. George B. Allen, ok** I riant gen¬ 
eral passenger agent of the Southern 
railway, with headquarters at St. Lou¬ 
is, was here yesterday In consultation 
with Mr. R. M. Allen, district passenger 
agent, with reference to Southern busi¬ 
ness this winter. Mr. Allen said that 
the outlook is good for a heavy Florida 
travel this winter and his n»ad Is mak¬ 
ing extensive preparations to handle It/ 
The company' will inaugurate a fine 
dining car service as soon as the season 
opens. Mr. Allen reports passenger traf¬ 
fic heavy and says that the St. Louis 
division of the road Is enjoying a nice 
business now. The roadbed and the 
equipment are being placed In first- 
class condition. 

Two New Ticket Offices. 

. The Illinois Central railroad has just 
let contracts for the building of tw*o 
handsome ticket offices at Memphis and 
New Orleans. They will cost $10,000 
each, and will be modeled after the 
local office and will be modern in every 
detail. Work Is to be begun Immediately 
and they will be ready for occupancy 
early in the spring.

Human Nature the Same. 

[James W. Chenowlth, In Bonham, Texas, 
Favorite! 

Henry Watterson’s treatment of the 
RooseveU-Waahlngton dinner Incident Is, 
while somewhat facetious, fruitful of wise 
suggestion. Climatic conditions solved 
the problem of African slavery In the 
North, and the cotton field was the load¬ 
stone that attracted and held It lo the 
South. Human nature Is very much the 
same everywhere, nnd selfishness Is the 
mercury that best indicates the bent of 
man’s purposes as shown by the humani¬ 
tarian thermometer. When great busl- 
nos* Interest* Interfere philanthropy rev¬ 
erently steps aside. The humanitarian 
point of view of the slavery question did 
not appeal to New England until Its non¬ 
product Iveness was demonstrated. The 
Pilgrim fathers were slave owners and 
Cotton Mather, the Arrh-Purltnn. even 
went so far as to plot the kidnaping of 
\\ m. Penn, that he might be shipped to 
the Barbados* and sold Into slavery. 

New England ship masters inherit'd the 
slave trade from George III., nnd, against 
the remonstrance of Old Virginia, fasten¬ 
ed Its legality into the Federal Constitu¬ 
tion. not to he Interfered with, even by 
acts of Congress, for twenty years. The 
mercury did not rise In the humanitarian 
thermometer of New England until this 
period had passed, and. with the passage 
of the slave trade, slavery also gradually 
disappeared from all the Northern State* 
In one State, Indiana, neither slaves nor 
free negroes were permitted until after 
the adoption of the fourteenth constitu¬ 
tional amendment. 

Although slavery disappeared from the 
Northern State*, negroes were still In evi¬ 
dence there, not only the negroes who 
had become freo by operation of law but 
many who hud sought Northern latitudes 
by route of the "underground railway.” 
Negroes have been free In the South for 
only one generation, but they have had 
more than three generations In the North 
to work out the same problems that v**x 
the wisdom alike of statesmanship arid 
sociology In all the Southern States. The 
negroes have the same legal rights In the 
South they enjoy in the North, and. with 
rare exceptions, the same social lines aro 
drawn In one section s s the other Ne¬ 
groes have been appointed to office in 
the South—we hear of no negroes being 
Installed Into places of official trust any¬ 
where In the North. Negroes have been 
under most provoking conditions lynched 
In the South, and wherever similar condi¬ 
tion* have arisen In the North the sanm 
unfortunate violations of the law have 
Occurred. What ha* hnppened at least on 
one occasion In the North, however, has 
never yet disgraced the South—that Is 
the shooting down of negroes who were 
only applying for work. It was only n 
few year* ago in the State of Illlnol* that 
white laborers. In a coal mine, struck for 
higher wage:,. Negroes were Imported 
from the South to tnke their places, and 
they were nv»t by a volley of musketry. 
Booker Washington on one occasion be¬ 
ing interviewed concerning the negro 
lynch!rigs In the South, answered: ”Thna 
It was true negroes had been lynched In 
the South for alleged crime, but that hr 
bad never known. In the South, an In¬ 
stance where negroes had bren fired upon 
and shot down for simply asking perm!*, 
elon to work." 

Negroes are better understood and 
doubtless happier In the South even than 
In the Northern Stales, and. If there were 
more Booker Washingtons, the result of 
the solution of the negro problem would 
promise lirit** r results. The dinner Inci¬ 
dent at the White House can do him no 
gool and may Impair hL usefulness as 
lender of hia pcapla.

PUTS STATE ON RECORD 

AS TO WHO SHALL RULE. 


Former Senator Gorman Says Issue 
In Maryland Is the Great Race 
Conflict. 


Baltimore, Oct. 30.—Gov. John Walter 
Smith and former United State* Sena¬ 
tor Arthur P. Gorman address¬ 
ed a largely attended Democratic 
mass-meeting to-night. Mr. Gorman 
received on ovation lasting for several 
minutes when he stepped to the front 
of the platform. He asserted that the 
result of the coming election In this 
State would plitce Maryland on "one 
fide or the other of the great conflict 
that has been going on for thirty-two 
years in this country—whether the 
white man or th* colored man shall 
rule In this country."

Gen. J. B. Briggs, commander of the 
Second brigade of the United Confed¬ 
erate Veterans of Kentucky, of Rus¬ 
sellville. \vas at the Planters’ House 
yesterday. He «\ame over to consult 
some of the members of the Ow'en*- 
boro camp In regard to the camp being 
transferred to the Third brigade. He 
found that all the members were heart¬ 
ily In favor of remaining In the Second 
brigade. The matter of transferring 
the Bow ling Green. Princeton. Owens¬ 
boro, Henderson. Unlontown and a few 
other camps from th* Second to the 
Tlitrd was brought up at the recent 
State meeting of the association, but 
the resolution was voted dowm. Gen. 
Brlgg* has spent a good deal of time In 
organizing and working up Interest 
among several of the camps in his 
brigade and he did not like to huvo 
them transferred. About as many 
members of the Second brigade attend 
the annual reunions as In the other 
three brigades combined.

He has extensive orange grove 
Interests in Florida, where he spends 
the winters. In the matter/of keeping 
his succulent fruit when prices are too 
low, Gen. Briggs has struck upon a 
plan that has totally eclipsed all his 
competitors. Some years ago he pur¬ 
chased a cave three miles from Glas- 
gu.w Junction. There Is on even tem¬ 
perature of 50 degrees In this enor¬ 
mous natural cellar. Here he has sev¬ 
eral time* stored his crop of oranges 
and lemons with perfect safety while 
awaiting a better market.

A Mushroom Bed. 

Gen. Briggs’ creative mind Is always 
active. When the orange groves were 
ruined by frosts he hit upon a plan to 
put his cave Into profitable use. He de¬ 
termined to make a subterranean gar¬ 
den of It. He had always been a great 
lover of mushrooms and had studied 
their growth and nature. He went 
East and found how they were grown 
on enormous scales. He determined 
then to make a mushroom plantation 
In his cave. Within a f*»w weeks he 
Will have over five miles of bed in his 
rave. He get* his seed or spawn from 
Jxmdou direct and plants them. 

• • • 

Proves Success. 

"The scheme of raising mushrooms 
by me,’* said Gen. Briggs, "is no long¬ 
er an experiment The test has been 
made and I will soon be prepared to 
furnish mushrooms for the entire 
United Slates the year around. I have 
already made several large shipments 
East with satisfactory results. I have 
made contracts with four of Louis¬ 
ville’s largest hotels to furnish them 
large quantities of the product. Mush¬ 
rooms sell by the pound and ?>rlng 
good remuneration. Domestic mush¬ 
rooms are the best to be had. The 
mushrooms that are served at the ho¬ 
tels In thl* country are known ns the 
button or bud mushroom. They are all 
grown In the catacombs of Paris, 
canned nnd shipped over here. They 
are Inclined to be tough, while the do¬ 
mestic product is much tenderer. 

• • • 

A Great Scheme. 

"You would not think It. but there 
are 35.000 different species of mush¬ 
room, according to the best authorities 
on botany. Out of ibis enormous num¬ 
ber there are only about ten species 
lhat are poisonous and cannot b* eaten.

Large Number of Thoroughbreds and 
Jockeys To Get In From St. 
Louis To-morrow. 


PREPARATIONS FOR THE MEET. 


T HE announcement that Law¬ 
rence Jones. who Is one of Lou¬ 
isville's room prominent citi¬ 
zen*. will officiate In the stand 
with Judge Morrow* at the Dougins Park 
race meeting, which begin# next Satur¬ 
day. was received with pleasure by both 
patron* of the turf and society in gen¬ 
eral. 

Mr. Jones need* no Introduction to the 
people of Louisville. HI* love for the 
horse is w^ell known, and the keen inter¬ 
est he always takes In affairs In which 
the thoroughbred has a prominent part is 
so well known that It Is not surprising 
that he will be found presiding over the 
destinies of what promise* to be a red- 
letter event In the history of racing in 
the Falls City. 

Doug-faa* Park Is beginning to take on 
quite an animated appearance. Yesterday 
afternoon the arrival of .t carload of 
horse* caused quite a busy scene to be en¬ 
acted at the track. This, however, will 
be nothing to what H will be when to¬ 
day’s arrivals get In. Four carloads of 
runner* are booked to get In some time 
this forenoon, arid the stabling of such a 
large consignment mean* considerable 
bustle. Yesterday a larg*- number of per¬ 
sons visual thie track and watched the 
trainers give their charges theJr airing. 
Already whispers of “good things” are to 
be heard, and from what could be learned 
not a few noteworthy workouts have been 
made. One candidate for honor* on the 
opening day is said to have breexed down 
the middle of the track In 1:44 and pulled 
up in the last sixteenth. If this »* *o, and 
the work is vouched for by several tra'.n- 
orm. it will mean that the Douglas Park 
track will tw lightning fast by Saturday 
Even if It should rain som*. the track 
wfli be In perfect condition In fact, a 
little wetting would j>rove a benefit. 

Workmen are to be seen here, there and 
everywhere touching up grand stand and 
track alike. Nothing Is being overlooked 
to make the course «*nug looking ami 
pleasing to the eye of the large crowd 
which Is expected to be out Saturday. 
The track, which ha# been used exclu¬ 
sively by the trotter* and light harness 
horses. Is undergoing a process of chang¬ 
ing which arill make H an entirely differ¬ 
ent oourse when finished. Instead of be¬ 
ing rdlled and packed, which Is w*hat Is 
generally done on trolling tracks. It Is 
right now being sera perl, and In a day or 
taro will be harrowed, giving it a cushion 
that will be to th’e Ukt&l? of the fl-et- 
tooted thoroughbred which fr> to run for 
gold and glory the next fern' */?**•k*. 

There were quurtered at the course, up 
to yesterday, something like fSb head of 
horses. In this lot aro to be found some 
of the most noted runners that have per¬ 
formed In the West this post summer 
Every ona of these horses l* 11: and 
ready for racing, so that there will not be 
the slightest trouble In filling the pro¬ 
gramme* fo- the first days of the meet¬ 
ing. The four carloads to arrive some 
time to-day arc direct from St Louis and 
are fit anti ready to race at a moment’s 
notice. The mere fact that the removal 
from one track to another will require a 
short journey indicate* that the new 
arrivals will not In the least suffer from 
fatigue or bo thrown out of training for 
an hour. It Is only a rent for them. 
Every horse that will be at Douglas Park 
on Saturday wtil be ready to run for a b;g 
prize. as far a a fitness Is concerned. 

Those horses coming from St. Louis are 
not of mediocre ciasr by any mean*. The 
Mound City never enjoyed a better racing 
season than the ono which comes to an 
end this afternoon, and this Is explained 
by the fact that the horse* par¬ 
ticipating have been above the average 
Of late, and at the fag end of the meeting 
at that, Krni<‘ of the performance* over 
the Fair Ground* track have been of a 
slxxl'.ng order. Three-quarters in 1:13 
ha* been of common occurrence, and 
miles in 1:40 and In one or two instances a 
shade better have not been unusual. Thb> 
indicates the class of horse* running in 
Bt. Louts, anti a* mor. of them will In-

Iii Alleged Attempted Swindle 
At Lexington Track. 


L exington. Ky.. oet. 30 -rspe- 

ciol.)—After examining a few 
more witness** and viewing the 
scene of rho alleged attempted 
swindle on the Kentucky Association 
course by selling Mr. Clarence H. Mackey 
a colt on a false trial, the committee In¬ 
vestigating the affair adjourned to-day to 
meet again on Saturday, when It is ex¬ 
pected to secure more Important evidence. 
The member- of the committee met at 
th old clubhouse at the track this morn¬ 
ing at 10 o’clock, and were made com¬ 
fortable by Messrs. Lyne A Farrl*. les¬ 
sees of the course. They elected Camp¬ 
bell Scott sheriff, and he at once began 
securing witnesses to testify. Among those 
who were called were L. D. Fraxce, a 
local trainer, who was on the grounds 
when Chinn and O’Brien had the roll 
worked for Mr. Charles F. Hill, trainer for 
Mr. Mackey; Jockey Jesse Grigory; Eu¬ 
gene Smith, a stable boy employed by 
Frnzee, Jim Kulnand, a rubber for 
O'Brien, and other*. O’Brien naked lo be 
excused from testifying until Saturday be¬ 
cause of the death of a relative In Cov¬ 
ington. 

The most important evidence was se¬ 
cured from Trainer F'raxee, who said: “I 
was working about my stable and did not 
catch, the time of the colt for the thrra* 
eighths, but snapped my watch at the 
quarter. I had noticed the pole was not 
in place In the early morning when tim¬ 
ing some of tny youngsters, and when I 
walked up to the *iand and heanl that 
the colt was a world-beater, having work¬ 
ed the eighth up the hill in 11V* second* 
and the three-eighths in .36%. I told Mr. 
H. P. Headley and Mr. Ed Fettks, trainer 
for Mr. Galway, who was hen to watch 
the work of some of the Galway young¬ 
sters, that there was something wrong. 

1 told Mr. Headley that the three-eighths 
pole had been moved, and that if he 
would step over in the Infield he could see 

« what had been done. We also gave 
IM the tip. and Mr Headley said !t 
would bo best to keep the mutter quiet, 
and since Hill hod been Informed some¬ 
thing was wrong and was in no danger 
of being duped, we said nothing further 
about the matter. That afternoon I look¬ 
ed for the pole aguitt and it had b<-n 
moved back. I think It was replaced In 
the afternoon about 4 o’clock ’ 

Severn! trainers testified to discrepancies 
In the time by eighth* In the work of their 
colts on Thursday morning. John Paul 
su d he had worked what he believed 
to be a good youngster, and when lie took 
fourteen and a half seconds going from 
tho half to th** three-eighths pole he was 
disgusted and oame near putting his 
watch In his pocket, but when th»- colt 
climbed the hill from the three-eighths 
to the quarter pole In 1:12V*. he opened hi* 
eyes and wondered at the Improvement 
and when the other two quarter* rtiDd 
nearly :12*dr each he concluded that he 
had not timed th** first eighth correctly.

J IMMY RYAN’S pugilistic star has 
set, probably forever. In a round 
and a little over a half last night 
Jack Root, of Chicago, sent the 
ex-Australian where the woodbine iw’ln- 
eth. and while the obi Louisville favorite 
<tfd hi* best, he had only the chance of 
1 he long shot, for Root Is 75 per con!, a 
better man than when he boxed Ryan 
here before, when Jimmy succeeded in 
remaining twenty rounds with the West¬ 
ern middleweight champion. 

Ryan put up a game, hard fight, but 
he wras boxing a man who wa* far his 
superior ir. ring tactic*. While the bout 
Insted Ryan was In tlio argument every 
second of tho time, but he was outclassed, 
and, to the critical observer. It was only 
a matter of time before he got what was 
hi*. Ryan’s Intention to end the contest 
one way or the other a/, soon as possible, 
which was really his only chance, was re¬ 
sponsible for the sudden Termination of 
the bout. Had he desired he could have 
prolonged It to probably ten rounds, for 
Root was taking no chances with that 
defeat-dealing right hand. But Jimmy, 
reullxlng his age and the youth and abil¬ 
ity of Root, did what he promised to do 
—went in In the hop** of landing a lucky 
punch and taking what Root hud to offer 
him w'hlle he was about It. He got that, 
but while it lasted it wra* an Interesting 
s»?t-to. Ryan split the skin over Root’s 
eye. and tho crowd, always for thr man 
underneath, yelled Its approval and hoped 
that another c hampion would grovel In 
the dust of defeat. Hut Root was em¬ 
phatically then* with a straight lefl to 
the face, which surpasses even that fa¬ 
mous similar punch of Tommy Ryan, 
and wh**n he saw an opening he *ent a 
riiort right arm hook to the right spot, 
and the lights went out for Jimmy. 

It was a last chance for Ryan—this bout 
was. He knew he was about at the end 
of the rope, and, being game, he did not 
pick out an easy mark. He selected the 
very best man of his weight in the West 
and took his defeat like a man and a 
fighter. 

Root entered the ring at 9:43 o’clock. 
He was accompanied by Eddie Hawley, 
of St. Paul, and Jimmie Barrie, of this 
city. Ryan came on within a short time. 
His second* were Polsy Grubbs and Geo. 
Pierce, of this city, and Ed. King, of San 
Francisco. Bat Masicrson. thr noted Den¬ 
ver referee, was Introduced to officiate, 
and the crowd aj>plauded warmly. 

Root was tall and lithe and athletic- 
looking, and wore the stars and stripes 
about his w&lst. Ryan was short and 
stocky, and wore green trunks. Root 
was by long odd* In the best condition, 
though, as far a? the weight was con¬ 
cerned. It was about a riand off. It was 
announced that the men would fight ac¬ 
cording to straight Marquis of Qucens- 
bury rules, except that they would break 
clean from tho clinches. They were or¬ 
dered to keep away, but each was ex¬ 
pected to take care of himself in the 
breakaway, a rather peculiar ruling. 

Round I—Ryan rushed right Into busi¬ 
ngs and led and landed. Both ducked 
left swings, and Ryan landed un upper- 
cut. Root landed his left In the face and 
raped ted the dose, but Ryan shot hl« left 
to the eye. cutting the *kln above Root's 
left optic. Root rushed and started half 
a dozen left swings, but they went around 
his head. They exchanged right swing* 
lo the head Ryan blocked a right swing 
to the jaw. Both did very clever work hi 
leading and blocking. It was a fa*t 
round, and the crowd yelled It* approval 
Round 2-Root shot a straight left to 
the mouth. Ryan landed right and left 
on the body. They blocked left leads 
They landed right hook* to the Jaw. Root 
slipped to his knees, and Ryan hud bard 
work to keep away Root landed a hard 
right hook to the Jaw, and followed with 
a hard left straight to the evr Then 
they mixed it up, both landing hard rights 
and left* to the body, and as they broke 
away Root swung a short bard right Jolt 
exactly to the spot and Ryan'* head hit 
the iloor. He breathed like n tired horse 
hi* breath coming in short, quick gust s' 
and even though he wan unconscious the 
indomitable pluck of th.* fighter made him 
crawl upward. But nature was not equal 
to th* task, and Just as hi* body was 
propped up by the top* of his toe*, the 
brain refused to work, and he collapsed 
again, groveling hi* nose In the reslned 
floor. Of course, he w^as counted out. 
and the crowd cheered Its approval of this 
very fnri. though exceedingly short bout 
The opening bout was between “Young 
McGovern" and Pete Tray nor. both of 
this city. They were scheduled to go six 
rounds according to straight Marquis of 
Queenshury rule* R nt Mosterson. the 
noted referee, of Denver. Col., wa* Intro¬ 
duced to officiate, and he received a wmrm 
reception.

Present Splendid Weather May Pre¬ 
vail For Two More Weeks. 


Louisville is promised another fair 
day. If the weather prophet keeps In 
his present amiable frame of mind he 
is liable to send two weeks more of 
good weather Tor the races, causing a 
few* thousand people to pardon him for 
all his past sins. To-day he promisee 
fresh southwesterly winds and general¬ 
ly fair. He thinks the same condition 
will prevail Friday. Yesterday the 
maximum temperature was 77 degrees, 
and the minimum 52. with a mean of 
64. There was a slight wind blowing 
from the southeast, and late In the 
evening a few clouds gathered In the 
north. 

Maj. H. B. Horsey, local forecast of- 
ficlaL doesn’t attempt to say what the 
weatner during November will be, but 
he has given out interec*ttng data on 
what Louisville has had In the Thanks¬ 
giving month for the past thirty years, 
and from this a line may be got on 
the snows and blows of the coming 
thirty days. The compilation reveals 
the following: 

Temperature—Mean or normal. 46 de¬ 
grees. the warmest month wa* that of 
1890. with an average of 51 degree*, the 
coldest month was that of 1880, with an 
average of 37 degrees; the highest tem¬ 
perature was 79 degree*, on the 6th. 1S95; 
the lowest temperature was 4 degrees, on 
the 29th, 1872; average date on which first 
frost occurred in autumn, October 4. av¬ 
erage date on which last froet occurred 
In aprlng, April 21. 

Precipitation (rain and melted snow)— 
Average for the month, 4.13 inches; aver¬ 
age numtier of day® udth .01 of an inch 
or more, 11; the greatest monthly precip¬ 
itation wns 7.43 Inches, tn 1900; the least 
monthly precipitation was .56 Inch, in 
1872; the greatest amount of precipitation 
recorded In any tw’enty-four consecutive 
hours waa 3.16 inches on the 20th and 21st, 
1900: the greatest amount of snowfall re¬ 
corded In any twenty-four consecutive 
hours (record extending to winter of 1SS4-5 
only) was 2.6 Inches, on the 29th and 30th 
18S6.

cloudy days, 13. 

Wind—The prevailing winds have been 
from the south; the highest velocity of 
the wind was .77 miles, from the south¬ 
west, on the 26th, 1895.

The six Juror* passed on Monday 
were In the box. hut soon after court 
opened Judge Barker asked Mr. Jacob 
Relsch. one of the number, whether ho 
was not a Councilman.

Then came the call of the new list Of

Mr. Crutcher had before 
offered some excuse, which Judge Bar¬ 
ker would not accept. Later In the 
day, he remembered that he was a can¬ 
didal* for some office. 

“Car; 1 speak to you. Judge?” he 
asked.

Owensboro, Ky.. Oct. 30.—(Special.)— 
The City Railway Company made an 
attempt at 2 o'clock this morning to lay 
Its track for a switch on South Fred¬ 
erica street, hut was prevented by the 
citizens ol the neighborhood, ^vho have 
opposed the plan for some time, and 
who were not to be caught napping. 

\V. S. Hazel. J S. Cruse. Z. T. Robin- 
re n and others whose homes are on 
South Frederica street where the street 
car company ha* been Intending to lay 
its track* for a switch have lnteri>osed 
such objections against It and have 
been so much opposed to it that a suit 
to enjoin the putting down of the track 
had been prepared and was ready to be 
filed, but J. G. Dclker, one of the own¬ 
ers of the street car company. Presi¬ 
dent Bruker being out of the city, had 
assured some of those opposing It that 
the proposition to lay the track and 
switch as at first determined upon had 
been abandoned, and It would be put 
down elsewhere. 

• • • 

Ready For Emergencies. 

However, taking into account human 
weaknesses and human frailty, the 
persons most enposed to the laying of 
the switch refused to take chances 
and were on the lookout at 2 o'clock 
this morning when Superintendent Fol¬ 
som. with a crew of about forty-five 
men. went to work to put down the 
tracks. No sooner had the work begun 
than Messrs. Hazel, Cruse and Robin¬ 
son w 1 th members of their families ami 
some of their neighbors were on the 
scene, and, when the workmen would 
put down a cross-tie. these people and 
their neighbors would pick It up and 
throw' it aside, women ami children 
would stand on the track in the way of 
the workmen and would refuse to get 
out of the way. There was no trouble, 
ami both sides were having fun out of 
It. 

• • • 

Property Owners Conquer. 

This w’as kept up by the property 
owners until one of their number could 
be put In a buggy and sent to the res¬ 
idence of Judge Wilfred Carlco, who 
bad prepared a suit for Messrs. Hazel 
and Cruse Against the City Railway 
j Company for nn Injunction. Judge 
Carlco W'as aroused from sleep and 
hurriedly going to h»s office and getting 
the suit he had prepared, drove to the 
residence of Judge W T. Owen, the 
Circuit Judge, and awoke him. Judge 
Owen Issued u restraining order. Clerk 
Bedford was sent for In the meantime, 
as wao Deputy Sheriff Jones. The Clerk 
Issued the order and the Deputy Sher¬ 
iff hurried to the place where the com¬ 
pany was trying to lay its track*, 
served the order of Injunction, and the 
further attempt to lay the track was 
stopped. The opposing crowd* then 
went to their homes, although It was 
almost 4 o'clock In the morning.

Pass the Negro. 


"George D. Todd told Isaac Curtis 
that he would appoint negroes to the 
police and fire departments If he had 
the pow'er. If George D. Todd w’ould 
do that don't you suppose any other 
Republican Mayor w’ould do the same 
thing? If negroes are appointed to 
these positions It will not be twelve 
months until the School Board will 
have negroes on it. In another twelve 
months the barriers will be down and 
your little daughter will be forced to 
get her education beside a thick-lipped 
negro, a* they do In Ohio and Indiana. 
Do you want that to occur In Louis¬ 
ville? The Republicans tell us that 
we are trying to buncombe the people 
when we say that the negro will get In 
power If the Republicans are victorious 
In this election. Isn't the situation too 
dangerous, too serious to lie classed as 
buncombe? Will the people of Louis-* 
vllle take the chance of the municipal 
government remaining under control of 
white people if the Republicans are 
elected?” 

These were the closing remarks made 
by Mr. Charles A. Wilson In a strong 
speech • befoi o a representative audi¬ 
ence of Democrat* at the rally of the 
Southern Democratic Club at Third and 
Avery last night. 

During a further discussion of this 
question Mr. Wilson said that 
negro had offered for the 8 chool 
Board In the Fourth ward before the 
recent Republican primary, and that 
while he had been defeated by a white 
man. he did not doubt that they would 
divide the patronage of the office If the 
Republicans were successful. He did 
not think that the Republican party 
knew what the city wanted or needed, 
and he was quite certain that It did 
not if It thought that It wns ready for 
negro rule and negro domination.

He told the Democrats that the honor 
of the city was at stake In this elec¬ 
tion and he hoped a sufficient number 
of law-abiding and liberty-loving citi¬ 
zens w’ould go to the polls next Tues¬ 
day and show the Republicans that 
they were not yet ready to turn the 
government over to them and give 
them an opportunity of running It as It 
pleased them.

tTHE OEBMAN CHURCH PLANS. 


Three hundred and eighty-four years 
•go to-day an Augustlnian monk 
walked up to the heavy doors of th<‘ 
Castle church at Wittenberg, in Prus¬ 
sian Saxony, and nailed thereon a chal¬ 
lenge. 

Martin Luther was the man’s name 
ond the challenge he made was open 
to any one to come forward and discuss 
the errors which he then and there al¬ 
leged existed in the teachings of the 
Papacy. 

To-night at the Second English Luth¬ 
eran church. Nineteenth and Walnut 
streets, the anniversary will be cele¬ 
brated. It will be in the nature of a 
festival of the Reformation, and will bo 
under the direction of the Luther 
Brotherhood. The Rev. Harlan K. 
Fenner, pastor of the church and pres¬ 
ident of the brotherhood, will preside 
and short addresses will be delivered 
by the Revs. S. S. Waltz. F. M. Porch 
ond E. G. Howard, pastors of other 
English Lutheran churches in Louis¬ 
ville. Every congregation in the neigh- 
boihood of the Second church, no mat¬ 
ter what Its denomination, has been 
Invited to this service. The order of

Story of the Restoration. 

The Reformation In the Sixteenth cen¬ 
tury was one of the greatest epochs In 
the w-.rld's history. It was the cul¬ 
mination of the world's awakening spirit 
of learning, that had been gathering up 
ptrcnglh after the fall of Constantinople. 
The new learning, as they called it. 
developed along the line of dost p. 
i?tudy With that there wire also a 
number of men for several ueoturle? 
whore discontent with the existing state 
of Christianity, although not able to ac¬ 
complish much, had sown the seeds 
which grew into the religious reforma¬ 
tion. headed by Martin Luther, whose 
study of the Scriptures Independent of 
the church Interpretations had brought 
him to believe that there weie grave 
errors in the teachings of the Papacy. 
On October 31. 1517. he nailed his 
famous challenge to the Castl* church 
nt Wittenberg. 

The principal truth upon which Luth¬ 
er founded h me- If iu known In theology 
as Justification by Faith Alone. This 
bold act at once? began a breach be¬ 
tween himself and the old form of 
Christianity, which had dominated 
Church and Skate for nearly 1.000 years. 

Thx? altitude of Luther aroused seri¬ 
ous opposition. Being a professor in 
the University of Wittenberg, he wield¬ 
ed great influence through the students 
of ‘that institution. Various nog.,tiatl< ns 
wvre inaugurated for the purpose of 
bringing the reform r back lnt> har- 
Itwny with the old church and the 
scholastic 'heology 

Th»* new view* ?prend rapidly. The 
minds nt men had been awakened bv th • 
new learning, and men eagerly examin¬ 
ed the n?v> religious Ideas and were 
convinced that serious reforms were 
jh !«*snry In the church. 

Th* reform* 1 !* had gathered about him 
a number of learned men. capable of 
handling Ihe Scriptures in the original 
languages and enthusiastic In giv rig 
th p *pk* th 1 * * new view?. Th*> Papal 
authorities felt the departure of these 
men trim the chuicih and used both nr- 
frumerm and threats to check the 
growth of the reform principles among 
the people. 

Luther soon found that there were 
many other Ideas held in the old church 
which were not guaranteed by the Holy 
Fcniptures and conflict with th*> doctrine 
of the supremacy of the Pope followed. 
The writings of Luther were numer¬ 
ous, strong and widely read. 

• • • 

Luther Asserts Principles. 

A great diet was called In 1*21 at 
the city of Worms for the purpose of 
Impeding the growth of chc Reformation 
by getting Luthc-r to abandon hN posi¬ 
tion and return as an humble priest 
under the c. ntrol of the church. It was 
at this diet that Luther a*s-rted ids 
great principle of the freed, m . f th»* 
confdence. to be bound l v no law bur 
that of Holy Scripture 
It wus quickly seen after his address 
before Charles V„ then Emp tor. that 
im reconciliation was prgsible Luther 
left the filet, rt-alizing that the future of 
hi- w *rk depended upon his Independ¬ 
ent action by careful teaching and 
pteachlng. 

He *as s creted by his friends »n th* 
famous old castle .( the Wartburg. 
where, secure from his en^mle?, he 
able to take much needed rr-t During 
his abode In this retreat he fin 1 tine 
to do a work for which he hud L n 
preparing himself many years, lie 
translated the Greek N»-w T»>.-tament 
into th*> common language f tin* peo¬ 
ple of Germany, lie then left th* Wart- 
burg and returned to Wittenberg, when 
he gave himself to vigorous preaching 
•nd instruction. 

It was about this time—1625—(hat ho 
wa« united In marriage t* fatherin' 
von Bora. Thus he established a Chris¬ 


tian home, which became the social 
center for professors and students of 
the Wlttenburg University. Energetic 
action was now given to the teaching 
of the children, preparing reform priests 
for their work, organizing the churches 
on a strictly apoetolic basis and estab¬ 
lishing forms of worship- 

ass 

Luther’s Assistants. 

Martin Luther had 3 S an able helper 
; in this work, besides a number of the 
| university professors, his learned friend, 
Philip Melancthon. They were special¬ 
ly fitted ns companions; the rugged 
Luther was moderated by the gentle 
and cultured Md&ncthon. The writing 
| of the Reformers were carried through- 
| out the countries of the continent, stlr- 
1 ring up the new view** In Switzerland, 
France, Italy and England. All these 
countries sfemed in waiting for some 
mas er spirit to call into life and action 
the pent-up energies of hundreds of 
years. 

In 1530 there was called a diet at 
the city of Augsburg, where the Re¬ 
formers and their friends wore to make 
a public statement of. the doctrines 
which they held and taught as distinct 
from, the old Roman Church. The Re¬ 
formers gladly consented and drew up 
for presentation the first creed of 
Protestsntism. commonly known in his¬ 
tory as the Augsburg confession. This 
made the separation from the Roman 
form of Christianity complete. 0 The 
Augsburg confession is the mother 
creed from which directly or Indirectly 
have grown the later creeds of the vari¬ 
ous branches of Protestantism.

LIEUT. HEFFERNAN GIVES BOND 


The rnllrond companies* are nwaiting 
with much interest the decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United State* 
whether or not the perpetual Injunction 
granted by Judge Evans again*; the 
Kentucky Railroad Commission, re¬ 
straining it from acting under the Me- 
Chord law, shall stand. Attorneys for 
the State and railroad companies are 
now In Washington to argue the case 
before the Supreme Court. It was orig¬ 
inally set for argument last Monday, 
but has been delayed. It may be ar¬ 
gued any day new and a decision is 
expected shortly thereafter. 

The history of what Is commonly 
termed the MeChord Railroad Law Is 
one of the most Interesting that ha* 
claimed the attention of polUlcLtns. 
corporations and railroad companies in 
Kefituck) for a good many years, un 
the decision of the Supreme Court de¬ 
pends an Important question. If It sus¬ 
tains Judge Evans the railroads will 
be free to make their own rates for 
both freight and passenger traffic. If 
Judge Evans Is reversed it will prac¬ 
tically mean that the law Is constitu¬ 
tional and will give the Railroad Com 
mission power to fix rates in such 
cares where it believes that the rate Is 
extortionate. 

In 1898. when Mr. C. C. MeChord, of 
Springfield, was a member of the State 
Legislature, he Introduced a bill into 
the Senate entitled “An Act to Prevent 
Railroad Companies or Corporations 
from Charging, Collecting or Re¬ 
ceiving Extortionate Rates; and 
Further Defining the Duties and Pow¬ 
ers of the Railroad Commission, and 
Fixing Penalties for Violation of the 
Act/' The railroads Instantly made a 
fight against the bill. The bill finally 
passed both houses by a strict party 
vote, except that of Senator Dingus, of 
Eastern Kentucky, the only Republican 
who voted for It. The bill was sent to 
Gov. Bradley for his approval or veto. 
He vetoed it. and there not being a 
sufficient number of members of both 
houses In favor of the bill to pass it 
over the veto It was allowed to sleep 
until the following session. In the 
meantime Mr. MeChord was elected to 
the Railroad Commission and the bill 
was subsequently approved by the two 
Democrats and one Republican who 
composed the body, and at their re¬ 
quest Mr. MeChord went before the 
Legislature in January. 1900. nnd had 
the bill re.ntroduced. It was made a 
special order and would have come up 
In the Senate on the day Senator 
Goebel was shot, but the tragedy 
caused it to be laid over. In the mean¬ 
time n fight was organized against it. 
but the Republican part of the Legis¬ 
lature adjourned to London and the bill 
was adopted by the Democrats. It was 
approved by the Governor on March 
10. and ninety days later, or on June 
10, it became a law. Soon afterwards 
the commission notified the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad that It would 
meet at Middl**sboro to Investigate the 
rate? charged by It nn coal handled on 
the Knoxville branch; also, the four- 
oent passenger fare rate charged from 
Corbin to Middlesboro. Three days be¬ 
fore the lime fixed for the meeting an 
Injunction suit was filed In Judge 
Evans* court by the Louisville nnd 
Nashville. Southern railway, Cincin¬ 
nati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific 
railroad. Chesapeake ond Ohio, and 
Louisville. Henderson and St. Louis 
railway seeking to ♦mjoln the commis¬ 
sion from enforcing th»* law. Attorneys 
for the commission filed demurrers to 
each petition and argued and sub¬ 
mitted the case. Judge Evans entered 
a Judgment perpetually enjoining the 
commission from enforcing the law. or 
taking any steps whatever with It. 
The three members of the commission 
Immediately superseded the Judgment 
and appealed the case to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. This was 
last Octoher. and a motion was made 
to advance the case for argument. It 
whs set for the January term and was 
argued and submitted on January 7. 
1901. Just before the adjournment of 
the court last summer it ordered 
the case reargued and set last Monday 
for the argument. 

The railroad companies make several 
objections to the law. It Is claimed 
by all that It Is unconstitutional. The 
Louisville and Nashville claims that 
It has a contract or vested right undor 
Its charter to make rates and that the 
State cannot Interfere with that right. 
It la claimed by all the roads that the 
power given th** commission to make 
just and reasonable rates Is a Judicial 
function and that an enforcement of 
the law w*tll deprive them of their 
properly without du** process of law. 

The commission claims that the mat¬ 
ter of making rates Is not a judicial 
function, but a legislative function; 
that th'- bill only empowers It b* make 
Just and reasonable rates, and that In 
making suck rates it cannot deprive 
the railroads of their property without 
due process of law. The commission 
further claims that if It makes other 
than Just and reasonable rates all 
courts of competent Jurisdiction are 
open to the relief of the railroads.

Plans Being Prepaied For a Pittsburg 
Polytechnic Institute Which

BIG BUSINESS 


BEING DONE BY THE LOUISVILLE 
MERCHANTS. 


Out-of-Town Buyers Are Running 
Much Over Purchases Made In 
Former Years. 


Louisville’s fall krasiiieact la better than 
for some years* and promises to be the 
best the city has ever experienced. An 
Inquiry among Main-street Jobbing 
houaes yesterday elk'ited the informa¬ 
tion that country merchants were buy¬ 
ing In larger quantities than they had 
In previous years. 

A glance at the books of the Mer¬ 
chants* and Manufacturers' Association 
!h also convincing that fall buying has 
been and continues to be extremely 
heavy. The number of merchants who 
had visited the city during the season 
has not been quite so large a* In past 
years, but they seem to be extending the 
season, doubtless on account of the 
warm weather. However, those who 
have visited the local market have 
bought more freely than ever before. 
This Is especially true of merchants of 
Interior Kentucky. A merchant of Jack- 
son, who has been a buyer here for 
years, but who has been content to buy 
several hundred dollars' worth of goods, 
came this year and from one house 
bought a bill which amounted to more 
than 13.300. He visited other houses, and 
before he left the city his bill had passed 
the $4,000 mark. The books of the asso¬ 
ciation. where the sales of every house 
are recorded, show that merchants who 
have been content to keep their bills 
below the $f>00 mark have this year gone 
above $1,000. and many of them os high 
ns $2,000, and Other* even above that 
Merchants who have bought In small 
lots heretofore have in many Instances 
gone as high as $500. Louisville ha* 
drawn a remarkably fine business front 
the South this year, and many of her 
merchants are yet to come. 

The increase In the volume of trade 
front Kentucky towns is thought to be 
due to the advertising the city and her 
merchants received from the Board of 
Trade excursions last summer and the 
Interstate Fair. These advertisements, 
coupled with the low rates granted by 
the railroads to all of the attractions 
the city had during the fall and sum¬ 
mer. served to attract people here, and 
many who came early have since re¬ 
turned and bought In the markets. 
Much new territory has been developed 
this year, and from this merchant* have 
drawn considerable business. 

Secretary Telford, of the Merchants' 
and Manufacturers* Association, said 
yesterday that every Jobbing Industry 
on Main sttcet was highly satisfied with 
Its fall business, and he cited several 
firms who had told him that this had 
been the best fall In their history. 

BRANDY’OUTPUT 


WILL BE SHORT BECAUSE OF 
APPLE CROP. 


Many Plants Not In Operation—More 
Peach Brandy Than Usual Is 
Being Made. 


As an evidence of the short apple 
erep. It Is reported from the office of 
the Internal Revenue Agent for Ken¬ 
tucky here that less tham 125 brandy 
distilleries are now In operation. This 
Is far below the number generally 
running at the present season of the 
year. In some sections the yield from 
orchards has approached the average, 
•s In Clinton county, and th» distilling 
capacity Is practically as in former 
years. In Russell, an adjoining coun¬ 
ty. however, the crop Is poor and many 
stills lie ;dle In Green, where there 
are an even dozen plants, only one Is 
doing business More peach brandy 
than usual is being made, but not 
enough to balance the limitation in ap- 
pl»* brandy; therefore the brandy out¬ 
put for Kentucky this year will he 
short.

Uncle Sam seems now to be after 
"Bos*” Sapp's scalp in earnest. Mr. J. 
J Kenip. an examiner for the Civil 
Service Commission. Is In Louisville, 
having been sent here by the commis¬ 
sioners with the order to report the re¬ 
sult of his Investigations at Washington 
as quickly as possible. Mr. Kemp Is at 
the Galt House, and It is understood 
that he ha« been one of the busiest men 
In th* city since his arrival. He has 
been visited by numerous Republicans 
who remained closeted with him for 
hours. 

Mr. Kemp waa seen last night at the 
Galt House. He admitted that he had 
been hoping that his presence here 
would not be detected. 

"It is It ue,” said he, *T am here con¬ 
ducting au investigation for the Civil 
Service Commissioners. Charges have 
been made that Federal employes here 
have been a reared money for political 
purposes, anil 1 am to ascertain the 
truth of these statements. I have done 
considerable work, but will not finish 
until the latter part of this week. I 
shall then return to Washington to 
make my report.” 

"How do the commissioners proceed 
against persons charged with-violations 
of the civil service rules?” was asked. 

“They recommend the official's re¬ 
moval to the Secretary of the Treasury, 
but. of course, the President finally 
passe* on the case.” 

In answer to questions, Mr. Kemp 
said Mr. Sapp’s removal waa recom¬ 
mended nearly two years ago. but no 
action w-m taken on the matter. 

"Is there any punishment provided for 
persons who assess Federal employes 
for political purposes?” 

”Oh r yea; and a severe penalty, too.” 
answered Mr. Kemp. ”1 believe pernona 
proved to be guilty of such a violation 
of the law can be fined $5,000 or im¬ 
prisoned for three years.” 

Mr. Kemp added: ”1 am of the opin¬ 
ion that It can be relied upon that if 
any such charges were proved against 
any Federal official President Roosevelt 
would remove him from office in short 
order.” 

Mr. Kemp said he had never met Mr. 
Sapp. 

"Doe* the Collector know' you are con¬ 
ducting this Investigation?” was asked. 

”1 do not know. He may know. I 
have not said that my mission has any¬ 
thing to do with Mr. Sapp.” 

The renewal of the investigation by 
the Civil Service Commissioners Indi¬ 
cates that they are convinced that Mr. 
Sapp has violated the rules and should 
be removed from office. Secretary Gage 
once recommended Mr. Sapp's dlamU**al. 
and it is not probable that he has 
changed his views on the matter. In 
addition, the President is known to 
favor strict adherence to the civil serv¬ 
ice rules Consequently, Mr. Sapp’s re¬ 
moval is believed to be a mere matter 
of time. 

It Is claimed that Mr. Kemp will have 
no difficulty in obtaining abundant 
proof that the Collector has Ignored and 
violated the civil service rules at will. 
Republican* who have been before the 
examiner have not told any one of what 
Ip being done, but the number of per¬ 
sons who have called on Mr. Kemp Is 
said to be conclusive proof that he 19 
not worrying over a lack of witnesses.

FOR WHARFMASTER. 


His Resignation As Alderman Is So 
Construed By Politicians and 
Others.

EQUIPPED 


FOR EFFECTIVE DEFENSE 
AGAINST NAVAL ATTACK. 


Twenty-five Harbors In America Pro¬ 
vided With Guns and Mortars. 


Washington. Oct. 30.—Twenty-five of 
the principal harbors of the United 
States now hnve a sufficient number of 
heavy guns and mortars mounted to 
permit of effective defense against 
naval attack, says Gen. Gillespie, chief 
of engineers. In his annual report. He 
briefly describes the original pioject 
framed by the Endlcott Board for the 
coa*t defense and show* how It has 
been amended from year to year. 

The Important changes were the pro¬ 
vision for rapid-fire guns, a reduction in 
the number and caliber of heavy gun* 
and the elimination of armored de¬ 
fenses. Provision has been made for 
emplacing 325 heavy guns. 327 rapid-fire 
gun? and .176 mortars. Now Gen. Gil¬ 
lespie wants sites for mote new mortar 
batteries, and for gun and mortar bat¬ 
teries asks an appropriation of $4,000.- 
000 

• • • 

Pneumatic Gun Batteries. 

The Fortification* Board having de¬ 
clared pneumatic gun batteries obso¬ 
lete. the department has discontinued 
tvork on such batteries at Fisher’s Island 
and Port Royal. An estimate of $300,000 
Is submitted for preservation and re¬ 
pair of fortifications, which is lew than 
one-half of 1 per cent, of their value. 
During the year negotiations have pro¬ 
ceeded for the purchase of fortification 
sites In Boston harbor (two), in Narra- 
gan*ett (three), New York harbor (ex¬ 
tension of Fort Newton, three sites); 
Port Royal, San Francisco. San Diego, 
St. John’s river. Ft. St. Philip and Cape 
Henry. Va. With few exceptions these 
sites must be procured by condemna¬ 
tion. An estimate of $2,000,000 Is sub¬ 
mitted for purchase of site*. 

• • • 

Submarine Mines. 


For the construction of submarine 
mines and storage facilities an estimate 
of $100,000 Is submitted, and for search¬ 
light* appropriations of $500,000 for In¬ 
stallation, and of $500,000 for mains and 
conduit* are urgently recommended. The 
experience at New York has shown that 
economy in Installation is promoted by 
using the fortification plants for post 
Illumination also. Tin* estimates sub¬ 
mitted will fully equip with searchlight* 
four more Important harbors. 

Gen. OllleFple takes up In detail the 
state of the defenses In each of the for¬ 
tification districts, showing Just what 
has been done during the year at each 
of the important points, and what Is 
projected. 

Gen. Gillespie also makes nn exten¬ 
sive report upon river and harbor 
works, and discusses each Improvement 
at considerable length, besides submit¬ 
ting estimates for the fiscal year end¬ 
ing June 30, 1903.
